ASSISE SERMON. 


Prov. 29.2, 


When the righteous are in authoggty the people rejoyce: 
but when the wicked beareth rule,s Ao Kum 


dy Venasthe Sunne inthe ſpring by 
Mz his beames and influence, doth 
| revive and quicken with new 
beauty of life, as itwere, things 
herebelow ; makes the face of 
the carth to flouriſh afreſh and 
ſmile; the birds to fill the aire 
with much melodious fweetnefle, and fo popes: 
tionably all other creatures in their ſeveralt kinds, 
lying within the Sphere ofhis ſpringing warmth,to 
cnlarge themſelves into cxultations and mirth, ſo 
a good mangraced with Autharity, doth marvel- 
louſly refreſh all gracious hearts. | 
Butas a bitter eempeſtuous ſtorme, doth with 
its unreſiſtable impetuouſheſſe and violence, beat 
downe,and teare, deface, and bruiſe > So a Shebna, 
or Haman, unworthily mounted' on horſe-backe, 
and haled by the cords of corruption, againſt the 
hairc into ſame high place, undoes all by his do- 
; mincering 
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minecring;faſtens the bloody fangs of cruelty and 
hacupontheface ofthe faireſt vertues ; and, which 
isan inexpiable villany; makesthe hearts of honeſt 
mcntobleed, And, thay whichjs an equalt miſ- 
chiefe, ſets the ſonnes of Belial on foot ; and cauſes 
good fellowes (as they call them, ) I meane bre- 
thren in iniquity, Ale-houſe hunters,drunkards,and 
ſuch refuſe and riffe raffe of the Diyel!, to lift up 
their heads. 

Itis incredible to conſider what a deale of hurt 
is done, and miſchicfe many times wrought in. 
ſenſibly and unoblervedly ; when a wicked wit 
and wide conſcience welds the ſword of Authori- 
tie, For itis caſictoamanſo mounted, by Legal} 
fleights, - and pretence of dceper reach. to comms 
paſſe his owne ends, either: for promotion of ini3 
quity, or oppreſſion of innocency. ' For the latz 
ter; there is ſome truth in that Hyperbolicall 
ſpeech ofa great Moralzit, Let avy mai preſent 
me, faith he, with the moſt excellent and blameleſſe_ 
attion, I' will oppoſis wth fovicdow and bad interns 

" tions, | all which ſhall carry a fate of likelihvod.,, Whav 
may he doc then, who befides the habituall malice 
of bis owne heart, and wir at will, hath power 
and a pretended myſterie of government;to plague 
a man with in this kinds Eſpecially fith he knowes 
himſcfebackr with that principle in policy. - 
m_ ot0reverſe tranſattions of State; though tay- 

aps with ſome manifeſt impreſſions 0 ” ſrar- 
riageand errour. Woe therefore tothofe empoyſo- 
ned ſtirrops, by which/ſo many fuch ſervants riſe 
aloſt and climbe fo high ; - I'meane bribery, fi 
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mony, flattery, temporizing, baſe infinuations, and 
ſuch vile meanes.ButI hope this Gangrenofgoing 
into Offices, Benefices, and high roomes by cor- 
ruption,is not —_ crept into.this famousand 
flouriſhing State ; which if ir ſhould, itwill eate ſo 
farre into the hearts and finewes ofthe State, that 
no wit of man can foreſee, into what baſeneſle and 
degenerationsthis noble Kingdome would fall in 
the next age: It would be the cauſe that 
vines,olive-trecs,and fig-trecs ſhould wither away 
in obſcurity, and brambles brave it abroad in the 
world,wallow and tumble themſelves in the plea- 
ſures, ſplendour, and glory of the times. - But let 
ſuch alone,this is their day : Whenthey haye blu- 
ſtered a while like mighty and boyſterous winds, 
they breath out into naught. Their breath is in 
their noſtrils, ſtop bur their-noſe, and they are 
dead. Their big words are bat as avaine foame, 
&e. If they benot humbledintheirplace, and re- 
pent, and turne the edge of their ſword the righe 
way, there is aday comming upon them, whercin 
they ſhall cate the fruit of their owne way, and be 
filled with their owne devices. 
I haveintimated now upon purpoſe, which way 
I would go uponthis larter part ofthe verſe : Whew 
the wicked beare rule the people mourne : Becauſe 
I ſhall not be ablc at this time to reach ir with a full 
diſcourſe, Ircturne to the firſt branch, wherein I 
will reſt. 
When the righteous are in Authority, the peopleve-

ſet ingold, I mcane reſting upon righteous man, 
ſparkling our, as its proper cf, amiable, noble 
and ſweereſt affeion, that ever ſcaz'd upon the 
heart of man, joy, contentment, a pleaſant ſweet- 
neſſe of mind. Marke therefore three points in rhe 
propeſition. Firſt, Authority, Secondly,its proper 
ſubjeR, A righteous man, Thirdly, rejoycing, its 
native and kindly effeQ. 

Soveraignty is ſacred in it felfe; Authority 
evenabſtraced,is orient and illuftrious. A ray,and 
reſentarion of that great Majeſty above. * * 

[talſo cnnobles the ſubjeR that receives it, wich 
aremarkable ſplendour, and a kind of divine cha- 
racer. I have ſaid youare gods, Pſ4.28.6., That 
is, firſt, by Analogy, ſecondly, Deputation,thirdly, 
Participation. For you well know that befides that 
Impenall Majeſty, which is originally and indivi- 
dually inherent in the perſon of a Monarchicall 
Soveraigne, there are alſo by derivation,or depu- 
ration, ſome markes and impreſſions of that prince. 
ly endowment ſtampt and ſhining in the face and 
preſence of every ſubordinate Magiſtrate, which 
makes them venerable, eſpecially thoſe who give 
life and vigour to the execution of their places, 
with the noblenefſle of a free ſpirit, and clearenefſe 
of a good conſcience, 

Laſtly,it ſhining in its proper ſubje,a righteous 
man, the true Sunne of Soveraignty, it diſpels 
ſadneſle of heart,in which all objects of lightſome- 
neſſe are drowned, The ſpirit of amanis broken; as 
Salomen faith, Pro.15.13. As the beauty of a Pearle 
1s diſſolved in vincger,and begers joy in a world of 
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oplc, whichis oncof the richeſt and moſt royall 
donation, which this wide world can afford, 'nay. 
and that which makcs-the cffe& more excellent, 
this affcQion of joy is by watrantable propricty, 
and truc intereſt, onely peculiar and proper to ho- 
ncſt and holy hearts. This jewell is onely for ſuch 
gracious and golden Cabinets. No wicked or un- 
regenerate man hath any true cauſe at all to re- 
joyce, laugh,or be merry. I will make it plaine in 
a word, cyen tothe ſcorner. Suppoſe agreat man 
convicted and condemned for treaſon, going to- 
wards the place of cxecution, a mile off; let there 
atable be furniſhed all along with varicty of dain- 
tics, ict himtread upon violets, and roſcs,cloth of 
Arras,cloth of gold,or what you will ;zall the way, 
let him be atrcnded on both ſides with moſt exqui- 
ſite muſicke, and honourable entertainements ; doe 
you thinke all this will make him laugh heartily, 
carrying this in his heart,that homuſt looſe his head 
at the miles end £ Itrow not. As farre lefſe true 
cauſe haſt thou to laugh, whoſocverthou art, that 
gocſt on impenitently in thy finncs, in ſwearing, 
| drunkenneſle, bribery, covetouſneſle, pride, ſcor- 
ning godlineſſc,orany other way of death,as atem- 
orall death is eaſter thenendlefle rorments, forhe 

s but oinges looſe his head, and thou art going 
towards hell. 

Now then Icolle& in the firſt place this Do- 
arine. 
Do. Government is agoodly thing. 
I conclude it thus out of the Textby good CON- 

ſequence. Wuharſeever is - as in ir {clfe, 

2 ch- 
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ennobles the ſubjet wherein it refides,and is atten- 
ded with ſuchan excellent effeR, is a noble, glori- 
ous and goodly thing, But Soveraignry,or Autho. 
rity exerciſed (for ſo we findeitinthe Text, and 
therefore I call it government) is ſuch and fo, 
therefore it 1s a goodly thing : my Doctrine is he 
concluſion of a Caregoricall Syllogiſine, wherein 
ſomething in the Text is the - medium; therefore 
ſoundly colleRed, 
I procced tothe Reaſors. 
Sec Whites Firſt reaſon; It receives the prime honour, and 
_ excellency from Go Þ s owne inſtitution. By mee 
—_—_ 2 ings raigne; and Princes decree Inſftice; By mee_ 
Princes rule and Nobles, even all the Indges of the 
earth. Pro.8.15,16, There is no power butof G o v, 
_ NE T -- powers that be are ordained of Go v,Rom.13.1, 
book of hath, otharitis Go » s royall, and goodly creature, 
pee.557, 558. And ifit were viſtbleto our bodily cyes, it would 
_—_ _ = farre out-ſhine the faireſt, and moſt gliſtering Im- 
| al.134 ; 
709. riall Crowne, that ever fate upon any Ceſars 
cad. Ir is ſo ſoveraigne, . and certainely from 
Go v, that in caſe of Antinomy, that is, when 
Authority countermands where G © Þ hathcom- 
manded; we muſt refuſe the will,but ſtill reverence 
the power of alawfall Magiſtrate. 

Ifthe ſword of Soveraignty, the exerciſe, and 
execution of power be bent againſt G o y,we muſt 
lay hold uponthe Apoſtles principle: Wherher zt be 
right in the ſight of Gov to obey you rather then 
Go v, judge yee. And good reaſon, Go» is a 
Creator, mana creaturc,andin his handsare onely 
lifeanddeath ; but in Gov 8s, Hcayca and _ 
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Berweene the Creator and creature there isno 
proportion, no compariſon. Phyloſophy tells us; 
that betweene ſomething and nothing there isan 
infinite diſtence, therwo ends, (if I might ſpeake 
of infinite things,) of which immeaſurable diſtance 
cannever be brought togerher, but by aninfinire 


| being. , Nothing can produce ſomething of no- 


thing, bur an Almighty nature, And therefore as 
there is an infinite diſtance betweene ſomething 
and nothing,ſfothere muſt alſo needs bean immea- 
ſurable diſproportion berweene the Crea- 
ting power, and that ſomething created of no- 
thing. And fo by conſequence the excellency, 
power, bindingneſle and Soveraignty ofthe Crea- 
rors Law muſt needs ſurpaſſe and tranſcend above 
all degrees of compariſon, and meaſure of propor- 
tion that of the creatures. 

You that are converſant in all parts of divine 
learning, and all thoſe that are employed in the in- 
comparable worke of the Miniſtery, oughtto en- 
deavour thereafter. For Miniſters had nevermore 
need of learning then ar this day ; conſidering with 
what variety and ſtrength the truth of G o Þ isop- 
poſed onall ſides, by Athciſme, by Popery, thar 
Hydra of all hereſics, and other brainelcfſe cxotbi- 
rancies about matters of Religion. I ſay thoſe that 
looke into Caſuiſts and Schoole Divines, know 
how many degrees and kinds of lawes they make. 
Firſt, , There. is the Law cternall, refident inthe 
pure, glorious, infinite minde of G © v, which is 
that order which G © » before all ages hath ſer 


downe with himſclfe, for himſclfero doe all things 
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by. Secondly, then the Law of Natnre. Thirdly, 
thenthe Law of Nations. Fourthly;rthen H 
Lawes. The firſt, isthe cleare fountaine of all cx-+ 
cellencies,order,and cquiry,as pure as G © » him- 
{clte: theſe laſt paſſing thorow the polluted chan- 
nell of mans braine, are capable of muddinefle, im- 
perfeQion, andinfirmiry. Who doubtsthen, bur 
when we ſpy theſe laſt muddy ſtreamesto croſle 
the current of divine Law, we muſt haye recourſe 
untothe well- head. 

Divine Lawes do binde the conſcience primari- 
ly,asthey ſay, praperly, and by themſelves. G © » 
is the Lox » of the conſcience, andonely able 
to damne and ſavethe ſoule, for the breaking or 
keeping of his Lawes; and therefore he alone hath 
an abſolute and ſoveraigne power to birde the 
conſcience, If i La eventhar are juſt, 
doe any way-binde, it is by the powerand —_ 
of divine Law. See Rom.13.1;c.I meane meerely 
humane. For that is falſe which Bellarmize hath 
De laics, Cap.11.Pay.5 ahatevery juſt Civill Law, 
is cither a concluſion or determination of the di- 
vine Morall Law.Iwniz: as all along in his Animad- 
verſions, ſo here, he hath alſo nobly conquered 
and confounded him,  Andthereforeas we would 
jon the keeping of a good conſcience, be- 

ore the ſleeping in a whole $kin, and the feare of 
him, which can deſtroy body and ſoule in hell fire, 
before him that can onely kill the body, lerus 
cleave umto the Commandemems of G o »y,zagainft 
the contradiQions of the whole world. # 
| Yer notwithſtanding the eyes, 09s 
t . e 
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Aw Afufe Stamon, 
the errour inthe exerciſe of ir, Aurhority is ſtith 
venerable in the originall,and to be repmed Goys 
creature; elſe had Damwel never ſpoken thus to 
Nebuchadnezar, an engodly King and ſcourge 2*n-2-37. 
of Nations. Thow (0 King) art 4 King of 
Kings, forthe GOD of Heaven hath given thee 
a Kingdome, power , and flrengeth, and glory. 

And hence it isalſo, that Luft», thar renow.. Pe Civitare 
ned Father tells us, Hee that gave Soveraignty ro 06 3 
Auguſtus, gave #t alſo to Nero. Hee that geve it 

to the Veſpaſians, Father and Sonye, ſweeteſt Empe. 
rours, gave it alſo to Domitian that bloudy monſter. 

In a word (faith he) He that gave it to Chriſtian 

Conſtantine, gave it alſo ro Julian the CHpoſtata, 

That infinite wiſedome of Go », which hath di- 

ſtinguiſhed his Angels by degrees; which hath 
_ given greater and lefſe light. and beauty to heaven- 

ly bodtes, which hath made difference berweene 

beaſts and birds, created the Eagle and the Flye, 

the Cedar andthe ſhrub, and among ſtones, gi- 

ven the faireſt tinfture co the Ruby, and the 
| quickeſt light to the Diamond, hath alſo ordai- 

2: ned Kings, Dukes or Leaders of the people, 
Magiſtrates, Judges, and other degrees amongſt 
men. 

Secondly, Government is the prop and pillar Re«ſon2, 
of all States and Kingdomes, the cement and 
ſouleof humane affaires, the life of ſociery and 
order, the very vitall ſpirit whereby ſo many mil- 
| lions of men, doe breath the life of comfort and 
peace; andrho wholenature ofthings fubfiſt. Lee 
the heart ina manſurceaſe from the.exerciſe of its

incipality and prime motion, and the whole bo- 
© aady grow pale, bloudlefſe and live- 
leſſe, If that glorious Giant intheskie, ſhould rc- 
rirchis light into himſelfe, and through a langui- 
ſhing faintnefle ſtay his courſe, and the Moone 
ſhould wander from her beaten way,whom G © » 
hath appointed rulers over day and night;the times 
and ſeaſons of the yeare would blend themſelves, 
by diſordered and confuſed mixture. This goodly 
frame oftheworld would diſſolve,and fal into con- 
fuſion and darkneſle. Proportionably,take Sove- 
raigntic fromthe face of the earth, and you turne ir 
incoa Cock-pit. Men would become cut-throats 
and Canibals one unto another, Murders,adultcries, 
inccſts,rapes, roberies, perjurics, witchcrafts, blaſ. 
phemies all kinds of villanics,outrages and ſavage 
crueltic, would overflow all Countrics. We ſhould 
havea very hell upon carth.and the face of it cove- 
red with bloud,as it was once with water, 
1 hirdly,It giveth opportunitic by G o » s bleſ- 
ſing,for the free exerciſe,and full improvement of 
all humane abilitics,to their utmoſt worth and cx- 


— cellencie. Trades,traffike, lawes,learning,wiſdome, 


valour, policies of State, religion ; all Arts and ex- 
cellencies thrive and flouriſh with much happineſſe 
and ſucceſle,underthe wings and warmth of a god- 
<4 pin -- Some ſhadowes of theſe notable 

worthy eftecs appeared, even in the Heathe- 
niſh Statczas in that ofthe Romanes:to what a match- 
leſſe noone-tide of carthly gloric and greatneſle; to 
what an incredible and ——e height of 
humanctclicity did that people aſpire, by mana- 


ging 
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gingthcir myſterics of State, andguiding the raines 
of their commanding power, by a faire, —_—— 
and noble hand,and that out of the mceere illumina-. 
tions of reaſon, and principles of raturall policy? 
Bur I muſt tel] you by the way, they were notably 
aſſiſted inthis Impenall riſe,by their ſtri and ſe- 
vere lawes againit rhaſe two grand impoylſoners 
of the ſtrongeſt, and moſt flouriſhing - States , 
firſt, Bribery , ſecondly, 'baſeneſle in comming to 
high roomes. They had many lawes de ambits, & de 
pecunys repetundis, If a Senator were found te have 
uſcd unlawfull meanes forthe attaining of any Of- 
fice,he was to ſuffer ten yeares baniſhment, and ſo 

roportionably of bribery. No Kingdome under 
te harbouring theſe two cut-throats, can ſtand 
long without baſeneſle or ruine, 

It Government then hath ſuch power,and works 
ſuch wondersin Pagan Kingdames, what heavens 
upon carth,what worlds of happineſſe by Go Þ x 
mercie,may be comfortably expeRted, when. it is 
ſcaſoned and finewed with the truth of Religion 
and power of Chriſtianity,whichis thechicteſttop 
and well-ſpring of all true vertues,cvenas G © Þ 15 
of all good things. For all other ornamentsand cx- 
cellencics of Nature, Art, Pollicy, are as but a 
dead and liveleſſe carkafle, except they be anima- 
ted andquickned with the true feare of G © »v, and 
religious forwardneſle for hisglory. Nay, a grace- 
leſſe Magiſtrate is a grievous plague, for when he 
followes the publikeadminiſtration of Juſtice, on- 
ly as atrade, with unquenchable, and unconſcio- 
nablc thirſt of gaine hn e_—_g ing his _—_

being not in heart perſwaded char Juſtice is G o » « 
owne worke, and himſclfe his Agent in this buſi- 
neſſe; the ſentence of right, G © » s owne verdiQ;

which was neceſſarily ordained for the common 
good,is through ſhamefull abuſe,made the cauſe of 
common muſcry, which is too manifeſt by too ma- 
ny wofull experiences. 

Burnow for inſtance of thoſe happy fruits and 
exccllencics, ſpringing by G e » s bleſſing out of 
Covertmens nfifed by the cffeQual and power-

Thatthe Emperour is but the Popes miniſter, e- 
leted by him for the defence of the Church. So 
that in another place; he ſaith,the Pope, if itpleaſed 

him, might create two Emperours in the Church 
equall in power ; one to governe in the Eaſt part 
of the Church, the other inthe Weſt. And there. 
fore having propoſed this queſtion: Whether the 
power of the Emperour be from G © », the Biſhop 
of Rcme,orthe people : heconcludes. But certain- 
ly, faith he, bythe common conſent, of moſt of 
the Do@ors of the Law, eſpecially Pontificall, ir 
isthe received opinions,that the juriſdition and 

ower of the Emperour depends immediatly upon 

the Biſhop of Rome;and how proves he that, thinke 
you? Eventhus,

He firſt brings againft himſelfe the authori- 
ty of Ambroſe, telling us, that Chriſtian Souldiers 
obeyed even 1ulianthe Apoſtate: he might have 
added alſo an excellent ſpecch of Auſtin to the 
ſame purpoſe in Pſal 124.quoted by me before;He 
alledges other good reaſons befides ; bur when he 
comes to reſolve and define, he overthrowes all 
with a, Sed contra Gregorins ſeptimus, ] Gregory the 
ſeventh is of another mind : and he quotes him our 
of the puddle of the Popiſh Canon-law, Decrer. 


And 
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And who I pray you, was this Gregory the ſc- 
venth? it was Hildebrand,the {courge of Emperors, 
the fire-braad of warre, theſcorne of his age. So 
that a baſe Pope, being a party, and in his owne 
cauſe,ſcrting his foor upon the necke of Hewery the 
fourth, muſt countervaile and over-weigh the au- 
thorityof Gop s Word, two of the worthieſt Fa- 
thers, that ever former times enjoyed, Reaſon, 
Conſcience, Nature, grounds of common ſence, 
every thing,any thing ; for he is a Pope forſooth, 
and therefore an infallible Vicar upon earth. 

Feurthly, At length,in the fourth place, they are 
arrived at the very height of that prodigious and 
tranſcendent rage, that makes it very probablccha 
the Pope isthar purple whore arrayed in ſcarlet co- 
lour,Rev.17.4.and drunken with blood,wver.6. And 
it is morethen a miracle;that Chriſtian Kings ſuffer 
that bloody beaſt to fit ſo wy upon the ſeven hills:

other Jeſuires is ridiculous. That they kill not kings 
in Eſſe-but firſt they un-king a King, and then kill a 
King,when he isnota King bur aprivate perſon;u 
on this very point King 7ees breaks our moſt juſtly 
our of a Royall indignation of his noble ſpirit, O 
hcll-hounds, O diabolicall wretches, O infernall 
monſters ! 

Andrtells them, that in compariſon of their reli- 
gion and holineſle, all the impicry that ever was 
praRiſed among the Infidels, and all the barbarous 
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cruelty that ever was perpetrated among the Canni- 
bals,may paſſe hence-forth in the Chriſtian world, 
for pureclemency and humanity.

But was notthat Oration publiſhed by the Pro- 
eeſtants, purpoſely to caſt ſuch a bloody aſperfion 
upon his Holincſle. | I 
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I tell you no, it was put out by the Papiſts, and 
printed at Paris, by Nicholas Nivelle,and Rollin This 
erry,with approbation of their Doctors, Boucher, de 
Crel,and Ancelin, and doe you think he would not 
have approved Faux his fire-work,ifit had blowne 
up the Parliament 2 if not why ſuffers he Garnet and 
Oldcorne, powder-miners, both by books and pi- 
(tures ſalcable under his noſe in Rowe,to be eoted 
inthe Canon ofholy Martyrs 2 but the old Fox is 
wily cnough,not ſo direRly, and heartily, to com- 
mend a miſchicfe untill it be done. 

The Powder-plot was of the nature of thoſe 
Ads, Que nunquam laudaninr niſi per-attFa:48 Tacitus 
{peakes. You ſce then at length, by what degrees 
theſe Romiſh Locuſts are fallen foule upon Go- 
vernment,upon all Imperiall, Regall and Princely 
power. So that at this day; to the inexpiable 
ſhame and diſhonour of the whole Chriſtian 
world,they tcach,aR,and approve; the bloudy kil- 
ling of crowned Potentates., 

Which things fith they are thus ; youare an ho- 
nourable,wiſe and worthy Auditory; I ſay no more 
butthis.Me-thinks itis an aſtoniſhment beyond the 
* comprehenſions of nature, reaſon, Religion, Poli- 

cics of State, 'that ſuch an intollerable generation, 
ſo odious,both to heaven and carth,for abominable 
Idolatry,ſo viſibly infamous,bothto this and the 0- 
ther world,with many capirall charaRersof blood, 
ſo cndlefſe & implacable in their ragefull defigne- 
ments againſt rhe crowned Majeſty of the Kings 
Throne, ſo predigious in their plors,thar they have 
caſt an incxpiable and everlakin 
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the innocency of Chriſtian Religion, ſuch furious 
Aſſafinsand Incendiaries,for murdering of Princes, 
burcheries of people, and fiering of States : ſo inra- 
ged,evenlike Woolves in the evening toſwallow 
us up quick if the timedid ſerve; I ſay,that ſuch, in 
ſo Orthodox a Church and noble a State, ſhould by 
allowance, tolcration, connivence, or remiſleneſle, 
beſuffered to receive increaſement and mukiplica- 
tion, both in number8& inſolency,tothe great diſho- 
nour of Gov Almighty, the continuall vexation of 
Gops Children and good ſubjeRs, and the moſt 
certaine hazard of the whole Eſtate, and the 
peaceable ſucceſhon of the Kings poſterity, 

And the more ſtrange itis fortheſe three reaſons. 

Firſt, What conceit do you think outof the con- . 
gruity of Popiſh principles, is it likelythey hold of 
this forbearance,and what thankes do they returne 
rotheStarc? undoubtedly;tothink that itis infatua- 
red for their ſakes, andthatthe hands of Juſtice are 
manacled by G o Þ s over-ruling providence, thar 
it cannot be exccuted ſo fully and freely upon ſuch 
aloving,holy,and unbloody generation. 

Secondly, They daily do their urmoſt at home, 
andabroad,to crofſe King lames his Princely Ad- 
monitionuntothem,in his firſt ſpeech inthe Parlia- 
ment;wherein he admoniſhed the Papiſts,that they 
would not ſo farre preſume upon his lenity,asthere- 
upon to think it lawfull for them to increaſe their 
number and ſtrength in his Kingdome, whereby if 
netin histime, yetatleaſt in time ofhis Peſterity, 
they might be in tiope toere@rheir religion 2gaine. 

irdly, If the day ſhould come they haveſo 
long 
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long looked for,(but I hopeinthe L © « »,all their 
cycs ſhall drop our of their holes with confuſion 
and rotterneſle, before they ſeerhat day.) T 
would queſtionlefle lay hold upon/erronenſis woo 
viſh and bloody * concluſion; ef; pci Sages 
mated thereunto by the exainple of the Maſlacre: 
Reſolution of Pope Vrbane,Cau.23.4.5.Can.Excom. 
municatorum. | We cſteeme them, ({aith he) wot ts be 
murtherers ,who being poſſeſſed with zeale of t! err mo- 
ther the Catholi que Church, againſt thoſe that are ex- 
communicated, ſhall happen to kill any of them: and by 
the edge of their owne Popiſh blood-thirſlineſſe, really 
eneagerd, by fained conceits of their pretended per- 
ſecution. Decree of the Parliament of Pars ; That 
it ſhould be lawfull to flay all the Hugonotswhich 
. by publicke order was read every Sunday in every 
Pariſh. Andthereforetotell you in one word, the 
end why at this time I have ſtood {o long upon'this 
point. It is to aske youthis queſtion, atcloſe; whe- 
ther itbe not now true and honourable mercy, (for 
G © » forbid, that I ſhould perſwade any cruell 
thing,) nay, and the contrary, extreme cruelty to 
the State, to execute exactly, jult and holy lawes 
upon fuch a generation : and letevery one be judge 
that heares me this day, if he be not a party in thar 
. bloody faGion, or hanker that way. And yer one 
word more,and I have done. I know Parſens in his 
miſerable ſhifting booke about Equivocation, 
| againſt DoQor Morton, 
4 Cardinall Perrenine, Bellarmone in his A 
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ped her marke of Popiſh impudency ; charge the 
Proteſtants, and Reformed Churches, with theſe 
bloody paſſages : but in ſo doing, they deale with 
us as an impudent ſtrumper with an honeſt woman; 
and as Verrcs dealt with Twlly;Yerres himſclfe was a 
very notorious theefe, and knew that Tully had 
much againſt him inthar kind; and therefore, he 
very knaviſhly and impudently calls Tully, a true 
man, and that noble Oratour,theefe firſt : Ir is juſt 
ſo in this caſc. 

Bur above all,heare King lames in the point: we 
glory,(and well wemay,)thatour _—_ affords 
no rules of rebellion; nor allowes and grants any 
diſpenſation to ſubjeRs for the oath of their Al. 
leageance ; and that, none of our Churches give 
entertainement unto ſuch monſtrous,and abomina- 
ble principles of difloyalry. 

And as concerning A-nmus Brutus, whom they 
objec: his Majeſty anſwers; That he is an Author 
unknowne, and perhaps of purpoſe patched up by 
ſome Romaniſt,with arrick of wily deceit, to draw 
thereformed Religion into hatred with Chriſlian 
Princes. 

If we were in the ſame predicament with the Pa- 
piſts this way : how comes itto paſſe, that our En- 
glifh Popelings have madeſo many bloody aſſaults 
againſt the ſacred perſons of Queene Elizabeth and 
King lames; and the Proteſtants of France having 
farre better opportunity and more power, have ne- 
verſtird rebetlioufly againſttheir Kings : of whom 
King Tames thus ſpeakes : 7 could never yet learne by 
any god and true intelligence, that in France thoſe -4

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the Religion tooke armes at any time againſt their King, 
much leſſethen, off ered they, to butcher or blow him up 
with oun-powder. | 

Lhave thus farre diſcovered in the firſt Uſe the 
moſt peſtilent oppoſites and cut-throates of Go- 
vernmentand Kingly Majeſty, atthis day in Chri- 
ſtendome. I now come toaſecond Ule. 

If Government be ſuch agoodly thing, as hath 
been proved beforezthen all that heare me this day, 
and every mothers child in this Land, I ſay, we arc 
all bound to bleſſe Goo upon our knees, and to pur 
it as a ſweet perfume into our daily ſacrifice of 
thankſgiving, for being bred and brought wpunder 
{o bleſſed & happy a Government,in the Sun-ſhine 
of the Goſpell, and under the wings of Jz nova. 

What ſtaid or reſtrained the Omnipotentarme of 
Govp,from creating any of us,and planting us upon 
earth,in the unhappy daiesof Queene Mary, when 
we might citherhave beene damned or burned, or 
inthe Pads times of Lancaſter, and Tork; or when 
the miſts of Popery, and infolent domineering of 
thatman of ſin, enthralled under the moſt grievous 
yoke of miſerable bondage, both the Crowneand 
conſciences of this Kingdome:or ſome Pagan, Tur- 
kiſh, or Tyrannicall Government, or neighbouring 
Popiſh Countreys or(whichalſa had not beene ſo 
comfortable,) in the perſecuted, or Schiſmaticall 
parts ofthe CO_ = nothing bur _ D3 OWN 
meere mercyzreſpiting and remitting onr being u 
on i bieſſedtimes &p _ 
It was that and that alone, which ordered and ap- 
pointed ourlot of living here,inthat golden knotof 
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timc,as it were, and the very Diamond of the ring, 
of that happier revolution;fince Cn x tr 5 T8 daies, I 
meane in the moſt orient and comfortable breaking 
out of Gov s holy truth, from under the cloudes of 
Antichriſtian darkneſle : and in this little nooke of 
the world,where the Goſpel! ſhines with ſuch glo- 
ry, truth and peace, and under the kindly warmth 
and influence of two the moſt glorious Starres that 
cver moved,or gave light in Englands Hemiſphere.

That you may underſtand a right, what I meane 
by righteous, take notice of a double igincoe- 
neſſe, firſt, imputed; ſecond, inherent. Inherent 
two-fold,firſt,morrall; ſecond,rcligious. 

By imputed, I meane the glorious: juſtice of 
Jasvs Cuxisr, purchaſed by his blood, and 
obedience, and imputed as his oWhney moſt ſure 
forever to a truly humbled finner, wherewith 
being richly and compleatly arrayed from top ro 
toc, as with a Royall and everlaſting Robe, he 
ſtands thereby acquir, juſtified and accepted at the 
ftrieſt Tribunall of the ever-living G o v world 
without end, and ſo ipſo fate, (as they ſay) be- 
comes ever after - a favouriteto the mighty Lox 
of heaven andearth ; one of his jewels,as the apple 
of his owne eye, the degyely beloved of his ſoule, a 
Royall Diademcin his hand, (for ſo are G o p s 
Children,though vilified by the world, yer tiled 
inthe Word.) 

This righteouſneſle is required in Rulers, and 
ſach as are placed above their brethren,to wir, that 
themſclves be reconciled unto Gop in Jasys 
Cun1sr: Forſcnſc of this alone is able to be- 
gertharright noblc, and well-compoſed remper of 
ſpirir, thoſc high and unſhaken reſolutions, which 
onely arc fit to make a Magiſtrate, and create carth- 
ly gods, w Joignarccallod, alled, Pſal.82.1,6.

and husbanded to the height;hereby many. ancient 
Heathens went farre,and did many admirable and 
exccllent things, even ſuch, and ſo worthy , 
that may juſtly make the beſt of our meere civill 

honeſt men hang downtheir heads,and be horribly 

aſhamed. 

For inſtance, 

Fabricius, that famous Roman, was ſo precilc, 
that (asitis reported of him) it wascaſter toturne 
the Sunne from his courſe, then to draw F abricius 
from juſt and honeſt dealing. King Pyrrhws could 
with no gold or gifts, no not with/promilc of the 
fourth part of his Kingdome, poſſibly corrupt this 
man ; and yet how many miſcrable men in this ve- 
ry mid-day ofthe Goſpell will be cafily drawn by 
a ſecret bribe,office, honor, preferment, ſome canth- 
ly favour,todo villanouſly, to. betray a good cauſe, 
agood man, and a good conſcience, to ſhame him- 
ſclfe for ever, grow odious to Gop and man, and 
goeto hell. | 

In theſe diſſolure and formall times, would it 
not be deemed to draw towards too much fſtrid- 
neſle, if a Miniſter ſhould preſſe this dutic upon 
Lawyers; that every time before they goc out of 
their doores to plead at. the Barre, they ſhould 
proſtrate themſclves in private, and beſides other 
paſſages, pray unto G © »v, that he would ſo gue 
tnctr 
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their tongues that day, thar they may fpeake no- 
thing but adviſedly, and to the pre And 
yer Pericles that famous Oratour of Greece, wha 
for the excellencie of his cloquencie, and mighti- 
neſſe of his ſpeech, was ſaid to rhimder, and ligh- 
ten at the Barre, out of the very principles of na- 
tare, and naturall ſenſe of a Dcitie, ever before 
he went to plecade a cauſe, ( as Plutarch tells us 
in his life) intreated his gods, thatnor a word 
ſhould fall from him beſides his purpoſe; which 
he praRiſed no doubr, out of conſcience of Plates 
principlein 7i/”m, That inall things we goe about, Sec Hooker yo. 
Go vs helpeby prayer isto becraved. Inthe ad- 53: 
miniſtration and execution of Juſtice, many of 
them, though ledonly and inlightned by the con- 
duct of teaſon,were extraordinarily exact and of ad- 
mirable integritie. | :

Thus youhcare ina few. particulars,that Morall 
rightcouſncſle,guided only by the light ofnarurall 
conſcience goes farre, and yet it comcs farre ſhore 
of that rightcouſhefle required by my Text;and in 
Chriſtian rules, is many waics defe ive. 

Firſt, There wants. a right root, Faithin 1s »v s 
Cun1sr, andtherforcall its produRtions, famous 
atchicvements, and excellencics were thiled by the 
Fachcrs, but beautifull, abhominations, havingno 
better grounds, then ſelfc-love, vaine-glory, rules 
of policy, narwallnocionsat the beſt, they all wi- 
thered and came to nothing, 

Secondly, There wants. ſpeciall grace, as the 
ſoulcandlife, to. quicken, and: fandifte it in every 
paſſage, and. paiticulax, cixcumſtance, to. Chriſtia- 
nizc itzthat I may {o-ſpeake,and crowne it. 

Thirdly,there wanes ſupernanural principlesand 
divinelighttoirradiae &, and fortific it. 

' Faurthly, 'There wants the right end, G © » s 
glory. Liberty, and immortall fame, (ſaith 4uſtrw) 
werethe aime-in the Actors of thaſe admirable 


things amongſt the Rewwores, Adde thenthelſe, and 
we bavc, 


Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, religious righteouſneſſe, which ever 
ſtrikes the ſtroke,doth the deed, and goes through 
ſtitch indeed, inall comfortable Chriftiangovern- 
ment. It onely ſtceres aright in all publicke cm- 
ployments, ſtands upright in all ſtormes, and is 
ſtecle tothe backe, Either there muſt be an addi. 
tion of Religion to reaſon, piety to policy,counſel! 
out of Gops Book tothe light of naturall conſci- 
ence,ſarRified rightcouſneſle to civill honeſty: or 
as the preferred party himſelfe though otherwilſc 
of never ſo good parts, never ſo univerſally andex- 
cellently enriched with all endowments of all 
kinds,naturall,morall,politicke, learned,is but asa 
dead man, a rotten carrion ſtuck over with flowers; 
ſo certainely with whatſoever outward flouriſhes 
and formalities he may ſeeme to dazle the _ of 
underlings ; he will poyſon his place,by preferring 
his owne particular and private ends, by putting 
ſometimes harcfull bufincſſe into good language, 
forhisowne advantage and further advancement, 

and ever by temporizing, rather then hazard his 
temporall happineſſe. Heare what judicious Maſter 
Hooker did happily let fall from his pen to this pur- 
poſe.Sonarurall (ſaith he,)is the union of Religion 

with Juſtice,that we may boldly deeme there is nei- 
ther, where both are not. For how ſhould they be 
unfainedly juſt, whom Religion doth not cauſeto 
be ſuch,or they religious which are not found ſuch 
by the proofe of their juſt ations? If they which 
employ their labour and travaile about the publick 

adminiſtration of Juſtice,follow it onely as atrade, 
with unquenchable and unconſcionable thirſt of 
H gaine, 
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gaine,being not in heart perſwaded, that Juſtice is 
Gops own work,and them(clyes his Agent in this 
buſineſſe; the ſentence of right, Gov s own verdi&, 
and themſelves his Prieſts ro deliveric, formalities 
of Juſticedo bur ſerve.» ſmoother right, and that 
which was neceſſarily ordained for the common 
good, isthrough ſhamefull abuſe made the cauſe of 
common miſery. Itisno peculiar conceit, but a 
matrer of found conſequence, thatall dutics are by 
ſo much the better performed, by how much the 
men are more religious from whoſe abilities the 
ſame proceed. 

This explication thus premiſed, Icome to con- 
firme the poinr firſt by Scripture. 

And firſttake notice of G © Þ s owne words to 
King David,2 Sam.23.3. The GOD of Iſratl ſaid, 
the Reckeof Iſrael ſpake to me: He that ruleth over men 
muſt be juſt, ruling inthe feareof GO D, And why a 
Rocke? upon purpoſe to intimare,and give aſſurance 
of an all-ſafticiency,and omnipotent arm, for pro- 
eeion in ſuchcaſes; And why (o 2 becauſe all that 
ſet themſclyes to governe graciouſly and as G © » 
would have them, ſhall be ſure to be mightily ſct 
againſt by all the powers of darkneſſe, all the Di. 
vcls inhell,and all their wicked inftruments upon 
earth, Magiſtrates that are no medlers, as they ſay, 
but only ſecke themſelves, and a name, and an ho. 
nour intheir places, need no Rocke. The Gover- 
nourof a Corporation, who will ſaffer himſelfe to 
be intreared, for the erefting and ſupporting of 
thoſe bloody dens of fwiniſh drunkards, ſchooles 
of miſrulc, and nurceries for the gallowes, reſolves 

ro 
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rotake no notice of thoſe ſonnes of Belia/, who 
belch out their blaſphemics in the ſtreet, againſt 
that bleſſed law provided in ſuch a caſe, is willi 
to be acccſlary toall thoſe ſins through his whole 
care, whichoutof cowardlinefſe or cennivency, 
lie left unpuniſhed zIfayſuch aonec is like enough 
to {le&peina whole skinne, he needs no Rocke. 
6 The negligent and unconſcionable Miniſter, 
which never goes about to ſtirre the Divell in the 
ignorant,prophane, and thoſethat hate to be refor- 
med,but is well enough content;that ſo he may riſc 
and jovialize it inthe meanetime,totreaſure up the 
| bloody criesof ſo many murdered ſoules againſt 
the day of wrath, he ſhall not have ſomuch as a 
drunkard to open his mouth, or wag his finger 
againſt him, he needs no Rocke, 

The idol! Juſtice,thatanly hunts after plauſible- 
neſſc and [7s ug and for the good word of all 
the good-fcllowes about him, to ſcrve his owne 
turne for ſome intents when the time ſcrves,and for 
that purpoſe upholds as much as he can for ſhame, 
or darc for law, all prophane ſports, rotten Ale- 
houſcs, I ſay, there where the Juſtice of Peace is 
milde ,and the drunkard merry, as they ſay, there is 
| miſchiefe enough, he needs no Rocke. 

\ Butnow that man of Authority, who in loveto 

the Loxv Jzsvs and outof the Lion-like bold- 
| nefſe of a good conſcience, dare and will draw the 
| {word of Juſtice q a the proudeſt Nimrod,ifneed 
| require, ſets his breaſt from the begjnning to the 

= of his yeare, with impartiality and r ion 
' l againſtall the fads o Bli) bens himſelf with 
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ſuch an univerſall ſincere ſeyeritty againſt all ſinne, 
that he is now become the drunkards ſong,e+c. 
That man of Go » which being ſenſible of the 
horrible fin of killing ſoules,dares nor bur diſcover 
unto his people, the damnableneſle of their ſtate, 
all kinds of hypocriſte, all ſorts of unregeneration, 
the whole counſellof Gop,and ſo dwell uponthcir 
boſome fins with terrour, and truth, and ſtill beare 
upon thoſe barres, with rhe hammer of the Word, 
which keepesthem from Cu r1sr, untillthe Di- 
vell be driven out of them, (Which you know, 
what a world of ungodly oppoſition, bedlam rage 
and railing it will raiſc againſt a faichfull Miniſter.) 

The Iuſticeof Peace which reſolvesto be ſerious 
and reall ro doe his Countrey good indeed, and to 
diſcharge a good conſcience undauntedly without 
all feare or fation, and lookes upon blaſphemers, 
drunkards,whore-maſters, railers againſt Religion, 
&Cc. as the North winde upon raine,&c. 

I fay ſuch as theſe, and in a word, all whodeale 
uprightly,and rule in the feare of Goo, have need 
of a Rocke, againſt the rage of all ungodly oppoſi- 
tions. And ſuch a Rocke will the Go> of Iſrael be 
untothem; all that ſer againſt them, ſhall ſer their 
ſhoulders againſt a Rocke; all their cunning and 
cloſe projets, andopen baſe praftiſes of all pro- 
phane oppoſites and underminers; the plauſible, 

liticke tyrannize of thoſe that ſitinthe gate, all 
the ſcurrill, dunghill rimes and railings of deboiſt 
Belial drunkenjeſters; all that man or Divell can 
any waiecs doe againſt them, ſhall all be burlike ſo 
many proud and ſwelling waves,which —_— 
CIVES 
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ſelves again? aſtrong impregnable racke, which 
the more boiſterouſly they beate _ it, the 
moredeſperatlyarec they diſfolved,and brokenintv 
a vaine foame or froth. 

The cvcr glorious Princeſle of ſweeteſt,and dea- 
reſt memory ,Queene Elizabeth, is a moſt memora- 
ble, and matchleſſe inſtance of protection inthis 
kind. The mighty arme of G o » was as a Rock of 
braſſe,to beare back from her ſacred & Royall per- 
ſon, defending the Goſpell of Insvs Carrsr, 
ſuch variety of murderous complotments, as no 
age,or ſtory can poſlibly parallell. Whereas onthe 
other (ide, thar knife thar could bur ſtrike our rhe 
tecth of Henzry the fourth, while he ſtuck to the 
truth of G © Þ and true Religion ; upon the pulling 
downe the Pyramis for their gratification, and ad- 
mitting againe thoſe bloody fire-brands and cut- 
throats of Chriſtendome;the Ieſuites had power to 
take away his life. 

Secondly,confider that counſcll given to great 
ones, Pſal.2.10,11,12. Be wiſe now therefore O yee 
Kings, be inſtrutted yee Indees of theearth, Serve the 
Lord with feare, and rejoyce with trembling. Kiſſe 
the Sonne leait he be angry. 

Here Princes, Iudges,andall thatbeare Authori- 
ty,arecharged to lay hold both upon imputed and

ot it,before the highand everlaſting Iudge; other- 
wiſc this Sonne whom you ſhould Kifle, and ro 
whom all Indgement is commirred,7obn 5.22. will 
be angry, ms if once afire be kindled in hisanger, 
againſt an impenitent wretch,that hates to be retor- 
med,jt will burne unto the bottome of hell, and fer 
on fire the foundations of the mountaines. And 
howſoever you may carry things faire to the 
worlds eycinthe meane time,yet aſſure your {clves 
very ſhortly, (for thar day haſteneth apace,) 21] the 
judgements, pleadings, ſentences, verdits, which 
{4 paſſed againſt Ix svs Currsr,thetruth, any 
good cauſe,or agood conſcience, they ſhall all be 
reverſcd and repealed before that laſt,and higheſt 
Tribunall,in the face of heaven andeatth, before 
Angels, men, and Divels; and there, andthen you 
ſhall be horribly,univerſally ,and everlaſtingly ſha- 
med: bethen adviſed before hand, ms inthe 
Name of Goo,rake heed whar ye doc. 

Thirdly, for our purpoſe, let us ponder well 
thoſe properties, which the Scriptures require in a 
man of place,Ex.18.21.Deut.1.13.They arc ſeven 
in all,foure inthe firft, three inthe ſecond place, I 
namethem not intheir order; you ſhall inde them 
all inrhe Text, Magiſtrates ſhould be, 

Firſt, Able men, apt,to fill the place with ſome 
COm- 
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competency of parts and equality of worth, to an- 
ſwer and ſuſtaine the heart and burthen of ir, with a 
fit ſufficiency of endowments, ability, aiveneſle, 
and induſtry, There ever ought to be a convenient 
correſpondency betweene the importance of rhe 
place, and the capacity of the party, It is a thou- 
ſand pirties to ſee in a Church, and Common- 
weale,many places full,and yet ſo few filled,when 
there is noproportion,nay a valt diſtance betweene 
the height,or rather the weight of the place, and 
the weakeneſle, worthleſneſle, if not the notorious 
wickedneſſe of that unworthy perſon, who cither 
by agolden violence,ortemporiſing baſenefſe, hath 
moſt imovudently thruſt himſelfe into it. 

Secondly, Wiſe, ſapient men, Suchas areskilfull 
inthe Theory,nature, myſtery and meaning of rhe 
place, and Office into which they aretobe prefer- 
red. A man can never happily execute,and ſucceſſe- 
fully any funRion, office,or Art, which isnot lear- 
ned inthe ſpeculative part, before he deſcend unto 
the praQicke. Is it fit,thinke you, for amanto plead 
arthe Barre, before he hath well ſtudied, pro- 
firably paſſed thorow the courle of the Common- 
law ? fx Phyſiian ſhould fall to practiſe, before 
hebeskilled in Hypocrates and Galen, inthe natures, 
cauſcs,ſignes,\ymptomes, prognoſticks, and reme- 
dies of diſcaſes,he jslike enough to kill all before 
him.Proportionable miſeries and miſchiefe, may 
be expected, andenſue, when important places arc 
preſt into,and undertaken without habirnalunder- 
ftanding, and ſpeculative $skil] what belotiggunto- 


them. Ir is a pitrifull ching, when a man will 
needs, 
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needs thruſt into publicke imployments, onely for 
the gaine and honour, and depend upon others for 
the diſcharge of them,ore)ſe do them beaſtlily. 
Thirdly,Prudent,So fitly rendred by Innizs, ap- 
provedalſoby 7 ateblus,thargreat Profeſſour of the 
Hebrew tongue. They mult not oncly be Saprent, 
if I may ſoſpeake,and it cannot poſhbly be other- 
wiſe expreſt inthe Engliſhtongue, butalſo Prudcnt, 
endowed with a praQticall dexterity and difcreti- 
on;to order wiſely all the particulars in the execu- 
tion of their place, This pruderce,which is, as the 
Moraliſts ſpeake,the generall Queene, ſupcrinten- 
dent, and guide of all other vertues, Auriga virtu- 
tum,without which there is nothing good, beauri- 
full, fit and decent, being ſanRificd eſpecially, will 
enable them, bY comparing one thing with ano- 
ther, by well weighing al accidents, circumſtan- 
ces, appurtinances, times, perſons, places,&c. to 
guide and manageall the ſeverall paſſages of their 
publicke charges, with wiſdome, equity, and im- 
partiality. Ir conſiſts principally in three things, 
whichare all of one ranke ; to conſult, and delibe- 
rate well;to judge and reſolve well; to conduct and 
execute well. Ithath a chicfe ſtroke in affaires of 
judicature to moderate rigour with: equity. 

That youmay more clearcly apprehend the ne- 
ceſſty of adding this, rothe former requiſite ina 
——_ Magiſtrate,take an inſtance or two. 

It is notenough for a Miniſter of G o » tobe a 

ood Scholler,and preach generall truths,(though 
| confeſſe agreat deale of learning is required in 
every Miniſter of our times I ſay beſides his ſ _ 
ative 
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lative Divinity and ability to preach, he muſt ex. 
crciſe a prudent zeale to winde himſclfe by the 
Word into the conſciences and affetions of men, 
to convince, and caſt themdowne, and ſocondut 
them thorow the pangs of the new birth into the 
holy path; he mutt labourto add tothe excellency 
of lcarning,theart of converting, clſe woc unto the 
pcople that are under him. 

Ic isnot enough for a Juſtice of Peace, to have a 
cood revenew and rich attire, and to preſent him- 
iclfe ſolemnly upon the Bench every Seſſions and 
Afſhize: but he muſt be skiltull in the duties of his 
office and Statutes, ſo farre as they concerne it: 
otherwiſe he will fit but as 2n Idoll, or cipher upon 
that T ribunall, which requires a great deale of un- 
dcrſtanding, and ation, Nay, and .not onely ſo, 
knowledge in theduties of his place,though never 
ſo univertall and exaR, will nor ſervethe turne,ex. 
cept he be alſo ative, and imployed. Being thus 
furniſhed with ſpeculative abilities, and wiſedome 
for that purpoſe,he muſt take to heartthe good of 
the Countrey, out of conſcience ; labour,and pray 
for an holy dexterity, todiſcover and dive into the 
depth of the Divels Agents, their combinations, 
haunts,and hypocrifies,to {earch bufineſlcs thar are 
brought before him tothe botrome, and that with 
gravity and in carneſt; our ofa ſpirituall prudence 
to take all advantages,and fit opportunitics, to ſup- 
preſſe the flouds of Bell, to dilgrace agraceleſle, 
and honouran honeſt man ; otherwiſe he will be ſo 
farre from being a good Patriot, that he may prove 
a very plaguetothe Countrey. There is not a more 
no- 
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notorious villany, there can be no greater wrong 
and greater indignity oftered to an ingenious and 
free people, then to have a Magiſtrate ſer oyer 
them, which adding craftto his power and skill , 
welds them all three to worke his owne ends, and 
praciſe his you revenge fromtimeto time y pon 
his ſuppoſed oppoſites. 

Fourthly, Men of truth, Let them be true. 
hearted Nathamels in their private and perſonall 
converſation: let them prize and preferre the 
truth in all cauſcsthat are broughtunto them, and 
all matters they meddle with, before g0id or 
friend,favourite or richeſt favour, 

There is atruth inthings when they are confor- 
mable to the divine Idea. There is atruth in the 
minde, when there is an adequation betweene the 
conccit, and the thing apprehended out of the un. 
derſtanding, There 1s a truth in thetongue, when 
there isanan agreement betweene the ſpeech, and 
thethought. Thereisarruth inthe ation, when 
there is a correſpondency berweene a mans word, 
and decd let mee add afift, fiteſt forthe preſent, 
ro make you compleatly true. There is alſoatruth, 
(letthem conſider of it ſeriouſly whom it neercly 
concernes,) whenthe verdi& anſwers exactly, and 
punctually tothe evidence, andthe Sentence to the 
rruc meaning of the Law, 

Fifthly, Jaters of Coverouſne/ſe; For alſuredly if 
theſe Knre-footed corruptions domineere 'in the 
Magiftiate.al! is mard , then :maft his high place, 
honour, friends, favourites, ſervants, dependants, 
officers, all occaftons, circumſtances, advantages, 

Wir, 
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wit, pollicy, nay religion, confcience and all, be 
madeto ſcrye and feede this unſatiable daughter of 
the horſe-leach. Sacniledge, that monſtrous incon- 
gruity of Lay-mens taking Tithes, and not prea- 16.59.14. 
ching to the people, Symony, Bribery, tarning of 
judgement away backward ,temporiſing,betrayin 
the truth and good cadfes,ſelling of offices, had 
ces. Juſtice, ſilence, ſharking of under officers,e+c. 
are the filthy vermine, thet breed onely in this 
Burrow. Excellent then was the counſell of * Bey. * ©14%5 #t 4

nard to Eugenius; SO rule that the people mayproſ- requaquan, /ed

" Sixely, Such as feare Gom , Here is the life and 
crowne,which givesa ſpirituall being and gracious 
beauty to all the reſt, which were it poſſible, a man 
could poſſcſle iv pertetion, yet without this, they 
would be but as matter without forme,a body with- 
out a ſoule,aſoule without Jz svs Cyrxrsr.Nayin 
this caſethe greater ſufficiency would prove, bur as 
a ſharper ſword in a madder hand, everthe greater 
man without gtace the greater beaſt, as a good Di- 
vine concludes from that P[.49.20. Man that « in 
honour, and under ſtandeth not,s like the beaſt s that pe- 
riſh, Ifthe feare of G o y be nor planted in rhe 
heart, to ſeaſon and ſanQifie the other ſeveral! cn- 
dowments, they will all degenerate z wiſedome 
into craft z power into private revenge; valour in- 
to violence; prudence into plotting for his owne 
ends z cov ine foole-hardinefſe to uphold a 
faction ; icy into putting fatre pretences upon 
foule befineſſes, all Fab; _ 4 fofficiencies 
2 into 
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into ſcrting forward, and ſecuring his own tempo- 
rall happineſſe, Ifthis holds himnor in, and ſerves 
bimas aload-ſtarreto ſteere {ti]] aright,we cannot 
look for an univerſal! uprightnefle, and conſtancy 
of juſt dealing in any man of place z but ſometimes 
at leaſt, eſpecially in time of ſome great tryall, and 
when he is put toitindeed, he will flinke and fall 
off. A great man,his friend, his enemy 3 his feare, 
cowardlineſlc; attcCtion, tation; covetoulneſle, 
malice,or ſomerhing will ever and anon tranſporr 
inordinately, and ſway him awry. So that he will 
be in great danger of turning jucgement into gall, 
andrightcouſneſle into heralocke. 

Seventhly, Merz well kyowne, And tnat two waics 
principally, for the preſent purpoſe. 1. To be ho- 
neſt in their perſonall converſation; it there be bur 
any one f{inthat corrupts their conſcience, ſtaincs 
their life or diſgraces their calling, to which they 
giveallowanceinthemſelves,it will not onely hin. 
der and diſcourage them from drawing the {word 
againſt that,butalſorhe ſence of its guiltineſle, will 
put ſuch an univerſall faintnefſe in rhe arme of Ju- 
ſtice, thatthey will be much diſabled from a reſo- 
lute execution of their place, and cordiall puniſh. 
ment of fin. 2. To rule well their owne houſe. 1f 
a man, (aiththe Apoſtle, knoweth n#t how to rule his 
owne houſe,how ſhall hetake care o{the Church of Gov? 
or indeed any publicke charge at all 2 Is ir fir,think 
you,for oneto be a Jultice of Peace, whois aſwea- 
rer himſelf: &c.and harbours under his roofe drun- 
kards,ſwearers,{corners of Religion, Papiſts,8&c.ls 
ſuch aman fit or like to execute with any heart or 
reſolu- 
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reſolution thoſe excellent as againſt ſwearing, 
drunkennefle, Recuſancy,gc. upon offenders a- 
broad? Is it fic for a man to undertake any Miniſte- 
riall charge, who 1s an haunter of Ale-honſes, a 
faſhion-monger, an ule tcllow himſelte, and apa- 
tron of good-teliowes, and if he hath afamily,had 
never any care to pray evening and morning, ſing 
Plalmcs,? Is ſuch a companion like to lift up his 
voice like a Trumpet, againlt the ſins of the time, 
and ſtand at [\yords point 'agatriſt the ſeverall cor- 
ruptions,z]! thc ſinful prophanations of his Pariſh, 
himſelfe being anotoriousdelinquent ? 

A Magiltrate thus endowed, as the Scripture ap- 
points,1sa manafter Gops own heart, and a-ſtarre 
in his right hand; he that wants any of theſe is but a 
blazing Comer, how high ſoever he ſeems to ſoare. 

2, By Reaſons, 

The firſt, may be taken from the maine, and 
principall end of all government, Regall, or ſub- 
ordinate. To wit, the advancement of the King- 
dome oftJes vs Cunt s r,and the cheriſhing 
of his Children. For let men of the world which 
have their portiononely inthis life, thinke, and ſay 
what they lift, it is for the ſakes, and ſafety of the 
Saints alone, whom they looke upon ſo diſdaine- 
fully, themſelves being extremely contemptible, 
and wonldit they mighthave leave, trample them 
into the duſt withthe feet of pride and malice,who 
ordinarily becomethe drunkards fong, a by-word 
ro men,viler then the-carth, and Muficke at theta- 
bles of graccleſle great ones. I lay, it is onely for 
them;thatthe mighty Lo « » of Heaven,not only 
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ſupports and preſerves, allthe States and Monar- 
chics,all the Common-weales, and Kingdomes of 
the carth, but cventhe worldit ſelfe. Aſſuredly, 
when the laſt of theſe Eleed ones, whom G © 
hath everlaſtingly loved from before all worlcs, 
ſhall be called,converted,and fured for Heaven,the 
world ſhall ſtand no longer, but the heavens (hall 
ſhrivell together like a crole, and pafſe away witt 
a noiſe, the whole frame of this interiour world, 
ſhall be turned into a ball of fire, the Imperial! 
Crownes of the greateſt Monarchs upon earth,ſhall 
flame about their cares; youthar carry now all be- 
foreyou, and wallow impenitently in the glory, 
pleaſure, applauſe, and wealth of the world, ſhall 
tirethe rockes and mountaines with bootleſle cries, 
and intreaties to fall upon you, the Trumper will 
{ound, and we ſhall all come to the Judgement of 
that great, and laſt day, 

This ſerviceableneſſe, and ſubordination of all 
Imperial}, Regall, and inferiour power whatloc- 
ver to the Kingdome of Cnrx1sr, King James of 
tamous memory, clearely intimates, and acknow- 
ledgeth in his Royall remonſtrance, when hee 
ipeakes thus: Tothat G o phat King of Kings I de- 
vote my Scepter, at his feete in all humbleneſſe of 
ſpirit, Tlay downe my Crowne, to whoſe ſervice, as a 
moſt bumble homager, and waſſall, 7 conſecrate all 
the glory, honour, ſplendor, and luſtre of my earthly 
Kingdome, And what will become of all the power 
and pollicy, that oppoſeth the people of Gov, we 
may {ce inthe ſecond of Daniel, ver. 34,35,4445- 
Thoſe foure ſtrongeſt Monarchics, and mightieſt 
States, 
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Stares, that ever the Sunne ſaw, ſhadowed by Me. 
buchadnezars great Image , ſetting themſelves 
againſt the ſervants of G 0-p, were beaten upon, 
and blaſted by the curſe of divine wrath, and ſo 
ſunke in their ſeverall times, into the jawesof ruine, 
and irrecoverable deſolation. T hey'bluſtered a 
while like mighty winds with much threatning, 
and impetuous rage, but preſently breathed outinto 
naughr,and vaniſhed for ever. That ftone, faith the 
Texr,which was cut out without Hand, ſmote the Imaze 
upon his feete, that weve of yron, and clay, and brake 
| them to peeces. T hen was the yron, clay, the braſſe, and 
ſilver, and the gold, broken to peeces together, and be- 

come like the chaffe of the Summer threſhin 7 flower,and 
the wind carried them away ,that no place was foundfor 
them. And fo let all the implacable enemics of 
Jesvs Cunisr perith to the worlds end. Sclah. 

Thus you {ce what is the maine end of Magiſtra- 
cy: which neceſſarily requires righteouſneſle in 
Rulers. For 

A wicked Magiſtrate or Miniſter entering into 
this place, nor by Gops doore, but by the Diyels 
window,asthey ſay, which is ordinary with men 
of ill conſcience 'if they be of a medling and ma- 
lignant humour,ſ{enſe ot his guiltinefle in comming 
inbaſcly, and at a backe-doore, enraging him, or 
| the curſe of Gep for his Symony or Bribery juſtly 
hardning his heart; it is his wont to vexe and fall 
' foule upon honeſt men, to ſtand for rotten cauſes, 
to rakethe worle part without repentance all the 
daios of hisdomincering. Bur it he be of a duller, 
and moreynactive ſpirit, and given to the _— 
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he is reſolved ro meddle as little as he may, to live 
reſervedly, make a ſhew, grow rich, and there is 
anend; of what temper {ocver they be, if they 
feare nor G © Þ, they are ſo farre from ſecking 
his Kingdome;,and righteouſneſſe in the firſt place, 
that i; is leaſt, and loweſt intheir thoughts. Na#, 
doth not every ſpirituall eye ſee, that they are upon 
the matter cloſe Agen's,or publickc aftors-aga: 717 
the power, and holy preciſencfle of it 2 1 heir 1--- 
king is themſelves, their ſerving is the time, thc:: 
heaven is their high place. But now give mec 
agodly manindeed, and as he wouldrather lic in 
the duſt, all thedaics of his lite, and dic in ob- 
{curity, then be advanced by any wicked, or un- 
worthy meanes : So being pulled into any place of 
publicke employmert, his holicſt and higheſt de- 
fire,and ambition isto be as arefrcſhing comforta- 
ble ſhowerin agreat drought, to every honeſt man : 
but as aterrible tempeſt upon the face of every 
{onne of Belral, and hairy-pate of every one that 
hates to be reformed ; to ſtand no longer in his 
ſlippery place, then he may continue an upright in- 
duſtrious inſtrumentto advance Gops glory ,pro- 
mote good cauſes, protect good men, ever mo!t 
willing, rarherto part with the hizheſt promotion 
inthe world, were it crowned with the riches and 
revenewes of all the Kingdomes vpon earth, then 
with a good conſcierc:, It was a right noble and 
worthy anſwer, and exemplary of Benevols to 
Is;tinaan Arrian Empreſle, offering him prefer- 
ment tobeaninſtrument in ſome vileſervice ; what, 
faith he, doe ye promiſing me a higher place for a 
Th reward 
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reward of iniquity 2 Takethis away,and welcome, 
which I havealready, ſothat I may keepe agood 
conſcience: and thereupon threw at her feefe his 
girdle,the enſigne of his honour. Thus undoubtedly 
will agood conſcience trample under foot” the 
higheſt preferment, to preſerve its owne integrity. 
Secondly, the righteous man onely will be tho. 
rowly, and univerſally reſolute, for he knowes full 
well,and feeles, that he cannor poſſibly have any 
higher preferment then J= svs Cux1sr, whom 
he already happily poſſeſſeth in the armes of his 
faith, nor any greater croſle then a wounded con- 
ſcience, and therfore he dares by no meanes cither 
hurt the one, or hazard the other. Hence it was that 
Moſes caſting the eye of his faith upon the recom- 
penſe of reward,refuſed tobe a favourite in Pharohs 
Court, and that 7oſeph did fo invincibly withſtand 
the impure, and impudent follicitations of his 
wicked,and wanton Miſtreſſe ; he clearcly foreſaw 
what horrour waslike to ſeaze upon his heart,by ſo 
ſinning againſt his Gov. Now the reaſon that rhe 
righteous man is ſo reſolute; is the ſenſe of his re- 
concilement to Go », and the cleareneſle of his 
conſcience: and the cauſe that every wicked man 
is acoward, and will ſo conformeto the current of 
the time, is his ill conſcience. The wicked flee, ſaith 
Salomon, when nomanpurſueth ; but the righteous are 
bold as a Lyon,Pro.28,1., The wordinthe originall 
ſignifies a om which as a Lyon feares 
neither man nor beaſt, great nor ſmall, herurnerh 
not away forany,Pro.30. But as young, by the freſh 
and furious boyling of his abundant native heat, is 
| K more 
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then other Lyons, ſolyon-like bold, thould every 
Magiſtrate be, forhe muſt pull the prey out of the 
Lyons mouth, and reſcue the oppreſſed from the 
man that is too mighty for him, he muſt not be | 
afraideither of mortall, or immortall adverſaries, | 
he muſt not feare the face of man, or frownes of 
greatneſle, the loſle of preferment, preſent or pro- 
miſed: he muſt hold to the death, ſuch principles 
as theſe : Lect Tuſtice be done, and let the heavens fall ; 
if I periſh, periſh; Should ſuch a man as I flee, and be 
faint-hearted ? lively.hood, liberty, life and all for a 
good conſcience, c. And ſo boldcana Rulernevyer 
be,unleſſe he be righteous, and reconciled unto 
Gov. Itisthe comfort of a good conſcience alone, 
which is able by a ſecret, and ſacred influence, not 
onely to fillthe body with marrow, and fatneſle, 
inſpire the affeRions with a calme, and compoſed 
ſweerneſſe,butalſo begers in the ſpirit that ſtrong, 
and heavenly vigour, which inkindles, and keepes 
in life all ſuch true courage, and noble reſolution. 
There may be a brazen-facc, and much foole. har- 
dineſſe without grace, but never abrave mind in. 
deed,and ſpirit of ſteele, A wicked man advan. 
ced, and hoiſted into ſome high place, may looke 
bigge,domincere, and give foule words, Nay, to 
be plaufible, and pleaſe he may doe many good 
things, ſtand to it ſtoutly a good while; bur bring 
him once to a ſtrong temptation, or tryall, put him 
upon the puſh of the Pikes,& he willpreſently pull 
in the hornes,and ſtart a fide like a broken bow. He 
that is a flaveto his luſts, and ſlaviſhly ſerves the 
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time, will be ſure to hide his head atthe rifing of 
every ſtorme, and ever turne true coward, when 
his temporary happineſle is hazarded. And cow- 
ards,as a worthy Divine hath charaRerizedthem, 
are ſlaves to their ſuperiours,fcllow-fooles totheir 
cquals,tyrantsto theirinferiours,and wind-mills to 
popular breath,not being able to any oftheſe toſay 
{o much as, No. 

Thirdly, unrighteous Rulers are the onely men 
ro ruine a Kingdome : wicked Magiſtrates,and Mi- 
nilters are able in a ſhort time to diſſolve the fi- 
newcs of the ſtrongeſt Stare in Chriſtendome, and 
tro bring the moſt flouriſhing Church of the world 
into confuſion 53 Many waics, is the meaſure of a 
peoples rebellion made up, and full ripe, and rea- 
dy tor the Sicleof Gop s vengeance,and beeſome 
of utter deſtrution ; by many abominationsisthe 
Loxvs indignationſet on fire againſt a Nation, 
but I know not whether by any more, ſet Tdolatry 
alide,then by perverting of Juſtice : when judge- 
ment is turned away backward, and Juſtice ſtandeth 
a farre off, whentruth is fallen in the ſtreet, ( Alas 
for pitty ! where ſo many paſle by, and not put tno 
their helping-hand,) and equity cannot enter. O 
the Lox Þ the righteous Judge of all the world, is 
extremely angry, when judgement goes not fagth, 
and Iuſtice is turned intogall, when thoſe that firin 
his place,cither judge not at all, or judge unjuſtly, 
puniſhing the innocent, which ſhould be cleared, 
and clearing the guilty who ſhould be puniſhed. 
W hen private mendo wrong, the fin is their owne, 
it is their perſonall offence,and they muſt anſwer . 
K 2 wit 
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with their heads ; but if private mens cnormities 
and abominations paſfle unpuniſhed,be borne with, 
or boulſtred out by authority ; if the wicked be 
juſtified, and the juſt condemned, if execution be 
not done upon Achans, if he be ſaved, whom Go » 
hath appointed ro die, if publicke power be villa- 
nouſly abuſedto private revenge, profit, or pleaſu- 
ring of great ones, it good Lawes be not executed 
for the proteRion of the innocent, and puniſhing 
of thewicked. In a word, if publicke Tribunals, 
and ſcares of Juſtice, be any waies corrupted, if 
Juſtice,that glorious cement of all ſocieties, be neg- 
lected or perverted, if truth fall inthe ſtreete, and 
equity grow lame, I ſay then the offence growes 
publicke, eventhe finne of the whole Kingdome, 
and cauſeth Go Þ to enter into judgement, nor 
with the Elders of his people, and Princes alone, 
but with the whole Land, even with the State in 
general], Heare the Prophets of old, expreſſing 
Gods mind herein, Ejajeh, 59.14:1 5,16,17. Let 
us take notice, and tremble, Indzement is turned 
away backward, and Tuſtice ſtandeth a farre off; for 
truth i fallen in the ſtreete, and equity cawnot enter, 
Nay truth faileth, and he that departeth from evill ma- 
keth himſelfe a prey, and the Lok »v ſaw it, andzt 
diſeaſed him that there was n0 judgement. And he 
aw there was no man, and wondered that there was 
no Interceſſour, Therefore his arme brouzht ſalvation 
wnto him, and righteouſneſſe, it ſuitained him. For he 
put 0n righteduſneſſe 45 a breſt-plate, and an helmet of 
ſalvation upon his heal, and he put on the garment of 


vengeance for clouhing, and was clad with zeale, as a 
cloake, 
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cloake. ter.5.27,2$,29,30,31. As 4 cage is full of 
birds,ſ0 aretheir houſes full of deceit :He means wealth 
hoarded up by diſhoneſt gaine, therefore they are be- 
come great, and waxen rich: They are waxen fat, they 
ſhine,yea,they overpaſſe the deeds of the wicked : they 
judge not the cauſe of the fatherleſſe, yet they proſper,and 
the right of the needy, they dee not judge. 

Shall I not wiſite theſe things, ſaith the LO R D? 
Shall not my ſoule be avenzed on ſuch a nation as this? 
as if he had ſaid, I will be moſt certainely, and ſe- 
vercly revenged of it. A wonderfull and borrible 
thing is committed inthe Land, the Prophets prophecy 
falſely, and the Prieſts beare rule by their meanes, and 
my people love to have it ſo. And what will you doe in 
the end thereof? cAttcah 4,9, 10,11,12. Heares 
this, I pray you, yeheads of the houſe of Jacob,uud Prin- 
ces of the houſe of Iſrael, that abhorre judgement, and 
pervert all equity, They build up Sion with blood, and 
Ieruſalem with iniquity. The heads thereof judge for 
reward, and the Prieſts thereof teach for: hire ; and the 
Prophets thereof divine for money, yet will they leans 
upon the LO R D,and ſay, is nitthe LO RD amonz ſt 
us ? None evill can comeupon us, Therefore ſhall S10n 

for your ſake be plowed up as afield, and Teruſalem ſhall 
become heapes, andthe mountaines of the houſe as-the 
high places of the forre#. 

Unrighteous Miniſters alſo, as well as wicked 
Magiſtrates doe agreat deale of mi(ſchife to a State, 
and haſten captivity. Their unjuſt dealings in 
their place, are by ſo much the more peſtilent, 
by how much the condition of theircalling is of its 
owne nature moſt excellent, Degeneratio optims 
peſiima, K 3 See 
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See the perniciouſneſſe of their unrighteous rur 
ling in two orthree paſſages. | 

Firſt, when they take temporary things from 
their people, but make no conſcience, rake no 
care to givethem ſpiritual]. The blood of thoſe 
ſoules which periſhunder the unconſcionable, and 
cruell negligence of an unfaithfull Paſtour, picr- 
ceththe heavens with a more horrible cry,then the 
lowdeſtthunder, ableto pull downe plagues, and 
dreadful! judgements upon a whole Land, eſpe- 
cially, where ſuch bloody floath is pleaded tor, 
and not puniſhed. O but will ſomeſay, when the 
Sermon is done: theſe are great words indeed, 
ſwelling phraſes, c.Projicit ampullas & ſeſqui pe- 
aalia verba, No,no, that is not it, it is the true, and 
piercing ſenſe of theſe honeſt words meeting with 
yourgalled, and guilty conſciences, which makes 
you rage,and ſtampe, and raile. I aflure you if we 
were able to compole words of thunder and light- 
nings,they would be too weake to awake a great 
number our of their curſed cruelty of horred blood- 
ſhed inthis kind. 

Secondly, When Miniſters like thoſe dawbers 
with untempered mortar, and pillow-ſowers un- 
der mens clbowes. Ezech.13. make the heart of 
the righteous fad, whom G o p hath not made ſad, 
and ſtrengthen the hands of the wicked, thar he 
ſhould notturne from his wicked way, by promi- 
ſing him life, Asitis in the laſt verſe but one of that 
Chapter. 

Thirdly, By tampering with our Articles of 
Religion, (as ſound and orthodoxe, for any thing 
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I know, asany ſince the Apoſtles times, which 


make our Church as happy at this day, as any un- 
der the cope of Heaven, If we be fo happy as to 
hold theminthatpurity,and true ſence;as we recei- 
ved them of our predeceflours, and as they came 
ſtreaming downeto us in the blood of our glorious 
Martyrs) by labouring to put falſe glofles upon 
them, andralking of ſome reconcilement of our 
Church tothe Romiſh Synagogue, whichis as im- 
poſſible,as ro reconcile Cax1sr unto Antichriſt, 
Beſtgdes the concurrent judgement of thoſe un- 
comparable, and renowned Divines in Queene 
Elizabethstime,our preſent orthodoxe Divines,and 
Doors, apprehend aright and acknowledge the 
infinite antipathy and utter impoſſibility, ſpeaking 
thus; Roma is irreconciliabilis, fairh the Biſhop of 
Exeter : Light and darknefſe may meete, faith 
another, in therwilight,but mid-day and mid-night 
can never poſſibly come together ; and ſuch is Po= 
pery,and Proteſtancy. The truth is, ſairh DoRor 
Worſhip, ſuch is the antipathy betweene a Prote. 
ſtant and a Papiſt,asthere is betweenethe two birds 
in Plut arch, the Sikin,and the Mwuckin, which will 
fight cagerly alive, and being dead, if you mixe 
their blood it will runne apart,and diſſociate. They 
are like the two poles of Heaven, faith another, 
which ſtand for cver diretly, and diametrically 
oppoſite. 
If any by the way,marvell why I meete with Mi- 
niſters, let them know, 
Firſt, That many of my Brethren are in mine 


cyc,anda worthy part of this great Auditory. 
Secondly, 
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Secondly, Thar the Civill Magiſtrate may ſee, 
whereas we preach impartiality to them, we are 
not partiall rowards our owne Tribe. As we de- 
fire to deale faithfully with them, ſo we ſpare not 
our owne Coat. And that all the world may 
know, that wee approve no Miniſtery in this 
Church, but that which is honeſt, onthodoxe, and 
ainefull. 

Thirdly, Miniſters lie dire&tly within the verge 
of my Text. For we are called ReQours, Rulers, 
and our Perſonages, Rectories, % 

Even honeſt Politicians require righteouſneſle 
in Rulers, for many reaſons. 1. Becauſe they are as 
it were,carthly gods, and repreſent the perſon of 
Gop himlſelfe in their places of Authority, and 
upontheirjuſt Tribunals. 2. For the eminency of 
their honour, which is duc not to the man, butro 
his vertue. 3. For imitation ro thoſe who ſhall 
ſucceedthem in their places, who will looke back 
upon them,as patternes, and preſidents, forthem- 
ſclvesto follow, 4. For feare of ſcandall and gi- 
ving offence, which inferiours will be very apt, and 
eagerto take. 5. Forthe univerſall good of thoſe 
they governe, which is the end of all Authority 
over others. 

This point thus proved by Scriptures, and 
Reaſons, I cometo the Uſe of it, which may be 
three-fold. 

1, For Reproofe. 2.Inſtruction. 3.Exhortation. 
Therime runnesaway fo faſt, that I can but onely 
name the two firſt, becauſe I defire to inſiſt the lon- 
ger, and cnlarge my (elf the more upon the laſt. 

; Fuft, 
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_ Firſt,Reproote to all unrighteous Rulers, =—_ 


niſters, Magiſtrates, or whatſoever they be, Ma- 
ny now a daics runne a madding after —_— 
tions, and ſerve themſelves, Ys & med, into 
Offices, Benefices, preferments, high roomes, 
and being moſt unworthily advanced, they hold 
it a ſpeciall happincſle to have an hand over men, 
farre worthyer thenthemſelves. Let them alone, 
this is their day, aday of dominecring, and of 
their fooles Paradiſe, and ſerving themſelyes 
ſenſually, but afſuredly without ſpeedy repen- 
tance, turning on the better fide, raking Gow s 
Childrens part,There i 4 day a comming upon them, 
it ws neerejt 1s neere, it Jaſfpenerh greatly, ſaith the 
Prophet, when the mighty man ſhall cry bitterly, 
That day # aday of wrath, aday of trouble,and di. 
ſtreſſe,a day of waſtneſſe, and deſolation, a day of dark- 
neſſe, and gloomineſſe, a day of clouds, and thicke 
darkneſſe; (they arethe the words of the Ho x yr 
G n © 5 r,) which no carthly glory,noglittering 
of outward pompe, no ſhining heapes of gold and 
ſilver, not the Prince of all the lights in heaven,nor 
the whole ſtarry Firmament ſhall ever be able ro 
enlighten,or refreſh; though they ſwell never ſo 
bigge with pride, and diſdaine, looke they never 
ſo high, ſhould they cxalt themſelves asthe Eagle, 
and ſet theirneſt among the ſtarres, they ſhall cer- 
tainely downe with a vengeance, Gov ſhall ſud- 
denly ſhoote at them with a ſwift arrow, itis alrea- 
dy inthe Bow; even a Bow of ſteele ſhall ſend 
forth an arrow, that ſhall ſtrike them thorow, ſhive 
off their gall, as 106 {| nas throw them downe 
into 
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intothe duſt. Their pride, and their power ſhall 


be overthrowne in the turning of an hand, then 
muſtthey lay downe their cold carkafſes among 
the ſtones of the pit, atthe rootes of che rocke,and 
their poore finfull ſforles muſt preſently bee 
preſented at that laſt, and ſtrickreft Tribuy- 
nall, where never bribe, or b gc looke, gold or 
greatneſſe,bceares any {way. O then they wil] gnath 
the tecth, and roare, and wiſh that they had lyenin 
the duſt all the daies of their life, and never 
knowne what pretcrment had meant, when they 
ſhall finde by wofull experience, bur too late, that 
ro mighty men there are mighty torments prepa- 
red,and that they ſhall be horribly plagued, pro- 
portionably ro the pel'ilent abuſe of their high 
places,and thoſe publick employments,into which 
they have corruptly thruſt themſelves withour 
cleare entrance,and due calling. Then will they 
tremble, rake on as wild Bulls in aner, as 1/a/ah 
ſpeakes,ftull of the tury of the Lox», and cry out 
with thoſe ſinners in Zion,}Vho amonoft us ſhall dwelt 
in everlaſting fire? who among 5t us ſhall awell in ever. 
laſting burning ? The day of recompence is now 
come upon them. They have had their heave in 
this world,and thereforethey mult now have their 
hell in another, They have dominerered for awhile 
upon earth,done what they liſt, and had what they 
would, yet now muſt they downe into a land of 
darkneſſc, ot horrour, and confuſion , whence 
they ſhall neverriſc up againe, Onely repent, and 
you may prevent all this; but doe it to day,we 
lirtle know what ſad newes the evening may 

bring 
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bring, If thou dic in an impenitent eſtate, thou 
art damned everlaſtingly : and in this paſſoge I va- 
lueall men alike, of what cloath ſoever his coate 
be made. He that Jayes his foundation with fire- 
worke, muſt looke to beblowne up ar laſt, he thar 
doth not confeflc his fins, forſake them, enter into 
the narrow way, leade a new life, ſtand on 
Cun1srs fide, love the Brother-hood, he can ne- 
vcr beſaved I know not how my words be taken, 
or miſtaken,yet ſure I am, before any man can de- 
ny thisro betrve,or ſay anything againſt thatl have 
ſaid,he muſt turne Arhciſt, and prove Scripture is 
fallc, and thatthere is no Gov, no heaven, no hell, 
which would be abrainelefſe and bootleſſe taske 
ofthe moſt de{perate,and prodigious incarnate Di- 
vcll upon carth, 

Secondly, For Ivſtruction, to teach us,whenſo- 
ever wee have any power to diſpoſe of any place, 
or preferment, to beſtow any office and Bene. 
fice,ec. and whenſocvcrwe are called to give our 
voiccs in the clefion of any Magiſtrate or other 
manto be publickely employed for the good of 
the Countrey any way, let us ever be ſure to caſt 
our cyc 1 por the worthicſt, ard without all feare 
or favour, or f:&1on, impartially, and reſolute- 
ly,tc pitchvpon him, who, as we are perſwaded 
in cvr cor{ciences is moſt able, and is beſt furni- 
ſhed with thoſe propertics, which Gops Spirit 
require* in a Ruler mentioned before. And let 


friend, kinſman, neighbour, favourite, money, 
letters, Lard-lord, Lord, or any ran alive, ſay 
whatthey will; (if the Lord-lord, ox Lord, or 

2 who- 
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wholoever take the right way, and ſtand for the 
beſt, ſticke ro him,and welcome; and bleſſe Gop 
for ſo good aguide.) Let the current of the times 
runne never ſo boiſterouſly a contrary courſe, let 
the cvent, and ſucceſſe, be for thee, or againſt 
thee, as Gov would haye it,c7c. thouſhale haye 
more honour,and comfort, in doing as the Hor y 
Gaosr directs, and as an honeſt man ſhould, then 
ifthy voice were able to purchaſe for thee, the 
riches of boththe Indies, or advance thee as high 
as Heaven. 

And furthermore conſider,ifthou ſhouldeſt have 
thy hand inthe preferment of any wicked, and un- 
worthy manto a place, whether thou halt nor thy 
hand alſo inſome ſort, inallthe miſerics, and mil- 
chictes which may fall out and follow upon his il! 
diſcharge of the place. 

Doe you net think, (for the purpoſc)if a Patron 
ſhould preferre corruptly to aliving, an idle, difſo- 
lute Miniſter,a ſelfe-preacher,temporizer,cnemy to 
Gops plea he ſhould not in ſome mea- 
{ure be acceſfary to the blood of all thoſe ſoules, 
which ſhould periſh by the detaulr, and under the 
cruell hand of ſuch a negligent unconſcionable fcl- 
low ? 

Thirdly,for Exhortationto all Rulers,and who. 
ſoever take into their hand the raines of Govern- 
mentover other in any kind, that they would be 
righteous; thatthey would firſt, furniſhthemſelves, 
with Imputed, 2.Morall. 2. Religious righteoul- 
neſſe, with thoſe ſeven-fold fore-mentioned en- 
dowments in agood Magiſtrate, That they may 
behave 
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behave themſelves, as G o y would have them, 
which that they may comfortably, and conſciona- 
bly doe,letthem take good counlell, and amongſt 
many other direfions, doe, as I now advile : ; 
them 1. Get Jesvs Currsr. 2. Enter into their 
places purelyin Go» s name. 3. Beillightned, 
direRed,and quickncd to a thorow, and conſtant 
diſcharge of them, principally by the divine light, 
and heavenly motions of Go Þ s holy truth, 
4.Keepe ever acleare con{cience,both inreſpe of 
their perſonall walking, and right managing all the 
particulars of their publicke charge. 5.Have aneye 
ſtill upon that laſt, and dreadfull Tribunall, at 
which they muſt ſhortly give a ſtri& account for 
all things done in the fleſh, 
But here beforeI enter upon the particulars,give 
me leave to prevent an exception,removea ſ{cruple, 
which may pethaps ariſe already in ſome mens 
hearts,and ſo dulltheir attention,and blunt-the im- 
preſſion of the enſuing points. What 2 may ſome 
ſay,here is nothing but Js svs Canrsr,pure pre- 
ferment, holy truth, divine light, I know not how 
many kindes of righteouſneſſe, cleare conſcience, 
ſad fore-thoughts of the laſt day,&c. All (for any 
thing I ſce)rending wholly to Puritaniſme ; Tthink * A derivative 
he would haveusall ſo * righteous,that we ſhould ——— 
eurne Puritans,cs., op'y In my 
Before I ſpeake to the point, let mee tell you, Faq rr Noe 
that Iam right glad, that I have now inmine eye, as Gm 
ſuch an honourable, noble, judicious, and under. gin:s. 
ſtanding Auditory, who I know will doe mee —_—— 
right, were there now before mee anumber of 
L 3 drun- 
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drunkards, ' whore-maſters, deboiſt (waggerc rs, 
ſcorners of Religion, ſcnſuall Eprenres, Stigma- 
ticall ſcurrill jcſters; O how would they rake on, 
ſtampe, and play the Bedlams ! huw they would 
rage, raile, and cavill: chough by the mercy of 
G o 8, they ſhould be nomoieable ro overthrow 
by any ſound reaſon whar I ſay, then to remove 
the n11ghtieſt rock, whenthey are recling-drunke, 
ext r with wine ormalice. Now upon this occaſi- 
on let me acquaint you with the truth, about this 
unhappy im put: :0n, ordinarily laid by Proteſtants 
at large upon the power of godlineſſe, Now a 
daies,cvery boiſtc1ous Nimrod, impure drut:kard, 
and felte-guilty wretch is ready with great rage to 
flieinthe face of cvery profeſiour, w thrheimpu- 
ration of Puritaniſme; if he doth but looke towards 
Religion, labour to kcepe : agood conſcience in all 
things, heis preſently a Puritare, and through this 
name, many times by a ma] cious equivocarion, 
they ſtrike at the very near. of grace, 2nd power of 
godlineſſe,at G o vs beſt Servants, and <h« Kings 
beſt ſubjects. For there is none of them all, but in 
thcir {ence,with all their hearrs, they would be the 
ſtrickreſt — a Countrey upon their be ds 
of death ; I meanc, that their conſciences ſhould be 
erligl 'rnc ©, and they not ſealed up with the ſpirit 
of f1-n;b-r, like drunken Naball,tor a day of ven- 
geance, Bur lernone heere our of humour,ma lice, 
taQtiun, or miſtake, ſtraine, and wreſt, for I mcane 
not, 

Fiſt, the naturall Puritane intimated, Prov. 3o, 
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many of theſe,cſpecially among the common and 
ignorant people ; charge them with ſinnein gene- 
rall, and they w:l! confefle,and yeeld : bur deſcend 
to particulars, and you can faſten nothing upon 
them, they are true Juſticiaries ; preſſe one of theſe 
with :1c rt Commandement, and how he ſtands 
in his c1r:14ge towardsit, O he is inftaitely free, he 
nev:r {cried any Gop, bur one, Fc. with the le. 
cond, Images, Inever worſhipped any Images in 
my life,I dc ficthem ec. They are excellently laid 
out inthcir colours,and -o thelife, by that Reverend 
man of G o pv Maſter Dept in his Plaine mans Path. 
way to Heaven. 

They are akindof people who yet lic in the 
dirknelic of their naturall ignorance, and dung of 
their owne corruption, and yet with theirown telſti- 
mony, confirmethemſclves in a great opinion of 
their owne integrity. 

Secondly,lI meane not the morall Puritane,who 
thinks himſelfe as ſafe for ſalvation by the power of 
civill honeſty, as it he were already a Saint in Hea- 
ven; whereas it is cleare, Heb.12.14. without addi- 
tion of holineſle ro civill honeſty,2nd conſcionable 
dealing with our Brethren, none ſhall ever ſcerthe 
Lox. 

Thirdly, Imeane not the ſuperſtitious Puritane, 
who out of a furious ſelfe-love to his owne will- 
worſhip, and ſencelefſe doring upon old Popiſh 
cuſtomes,thinkes himſelfe ro be the only holy de- 
vour man, and all torward profefſours prophane. 
You ſhill heare a knor of ſuch fellowes ſpeake, 1/a. 
65.5,Come not neere 10 me, for I am holier then this, 
Fourthly, 
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Fourthly, I meane not the Phariſaicall Puritane, 
charaRerized to the life, Luke x8, 11,12. Who be- 
ivg paſſingly proud of the godly flouriſh of our-ſide 
C hriſtianity,thinkes himſclfeto be in the only true 
ſpirituall remper,and whatſoeveris ſhort of him, to 
be prophancneſle,and whatſocverto be above him 
to be preciſeneſle, 

Now thele kinds are true Puritanes indeed : for 
they think themſclves tobe the only menzand all 
others hypocrites ; whereas poore ſoules, they 
were yetneveracquainted with the great myſtery 
of grace, but are meere ſtrangers to that glorious 
worke of converſion, pangs of the new birth, wraſt- 
ling with inward corrup:ions, breaking their hearts, 
_ powring out their ſoules every day before 

Gov in ſecret, open heartedncfle, and bountifull 
doles to diſtreſſed Chriſtians, and the poore mem- 
bers of Cu n1sr, (clfe-deniall, heavenly-minded- 
neſle, walking with G © y,e7c. 
Fittly,l meane notthe true Catharifts, peſtilent 
heretickes aboutthe yeare of our Lox , 253. 
See Hofi.cent.3 They werealſo called Novatians, of Novatu: 
my &. their Author,but Cathari, from their opinions, and 
oe zpiphs, profeſſion, who wickedly denied to the relapſed, 
ES Faſch Hiſ. reception into the Church upon repentance, &c. 
xccle/. 6. and called themſclves pure, 
cap 4: pag-29 Sixthly,I meane not the African Donatiſts.,abourt

Ninthly, Nor the unwarrantable Opinioniſt, q#4 
talis, as ungroundedly diſopinionated; I ſpeake 
thus,becauſc I am perſwaded,good men may differ 
in tings indifferent without prejudice of falyari- 
on, or juſt cauſe of breach of charity, or Diſunion 
of affeions, If I ſee the power of grace ſouncly 
appeare in a mans whole carriage and aconſtane 
partaking with Go py, good cauſes, and good 
men, he ſhall for my part, beever right deare un- 
to my heart, though he differ from meein ſome in- 
different things. 

By Puritanes,then I meane onely ſuch,as Js sv s 
Cur1sr his own mouth ſtileth ſo, 13.10.and

And throughthe name of Py- 
ritane, by amalictous eq Uivocation, they ſtrike ar 
the very heart of grace, and the power of godlines, 

Secondly, I add, thorow the ſides of this Nick- 
name, they have laboured to wound, and lay walſt 
the truth of our bleſſed Religion, as pure as any 
ſince the Apoſtles time, &c. Heare what I heard 
Door Abbers Profcſlour there complaine of, at 
Oxford A, 

What Door Hackwell ſaith of Carriey. Thus 
thoſe whom we call Papiſts, he calls remperate 
Proteſtants, and thoſe whom we call Proteſtants, 
he calls State Puritanes, Epiſt. Dedicator. 

He concludes it by good conſequent, that by 
Carriers aſſertion, our greateſt Biſhops, our wiſeſt 
Counſcllours, our graveſt Judges, and aur Sove- 
raigne himſelfe, muſt be accounted Puritanes and 
not Maſters of Schiſmes. 

And now I come to tender my counſell romen in 
Authority, andall thoſe who are,or may be hereaf- 
ter put into any place,preferment, or publicke em- 
ploymenr over their brethren, that they may go- 
verne righteouſly, and make the people rejoyce. 

In the firſt place, letthem be ſurero get poſſeſh- 
onof Igsvs Currsr, and affurance upon good 
ground, thatrhe All-ſuffticiem Goo is their owne. 
Elſc ſay,or do what ye will, men will be ambitious, 
covetous,ſenſuall,chey will hunt after preferments, 


profits, honours, precedency, or whatſoever will 
| add 
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add to their outward happincfie, Butplant once the 
cye of faith inthe face of the ſoule, which will ut. 
terly darken with its heavenly brightneſle,the cycs 
ofſcnce, and carnall reaſon, asthe preſence ofthe 
Sunne obſcures the ſtarres, and then, and then 
alonc,and never before, we ſhall beable tolooke 
upon the world,ſct out in the gaudieſt manner, with 
all her baites, and bables of riches, honours, fa- 
vours,greatneſſe,pleaſures,ec.as upon anunſayoy- 
ry rotten carrion. Forall true Converts defire,and 
endeavour, and have in ſome good meaſure the 
world crucified torhem, as they arc tothe world, 
Jssvs Cnx1sr embraced in the armes of their 
faith,ſo fills,and ſatisfies the ſoulg,that ſorhey may 
pleaſe him,they areat apoint for any worldlypre- 
terment, except it comes fairely by good meanes, 
and his allowance. 

Here then it will be yery ſcaſonable to give ſome 
light for tryall, whether you have Jnusvs Carr 
alrcady or no, if not,how to get him: for both 
which purpoſcs,know that thatblefied Lo « Þ of 
life,is brought intothe ſoule by ſuch ſaving works 
of the Spirit,ſuch degrees, andadts as thoſe, defcri- 
bed in my book of Comforting afflicted conſcien- 
CES. 
Secondly,Letthem enter intotheir Oftices, Be- 
nefices,preterments, bigh roomes,in Gops name, 
I meane not by money, orany wicked meanes ; not 
by Symony ,Bribery,flattery,temporifing ;not by 
any tricks,over-reaching,undermining,ſupplanting 
competitours,imployment in any vile ſervice; not 
by any baſcneſſe or iniquity at all, no, nor ſomuch 
as by ambitious ſecking, M 2 Nei- 
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Neither am I now upon a preciſe point, excepr 
the prodigious iniquity of thetimes inthis kindere- 
preſent it ſo,thorow thefalleglaſſeof commonneſle 
and cuſtome,tothe covetous and carnall eye;be bur 
honeſt Heathens, but ingenious Turks, and that is 
not much I require of thoſe who profeſle Chriſtia- 
nity, and you will be on my fide : witnefſle, 

That famous I»l/an-law De ambitu, amongſt the 
ancient Romances, whereby it was enacted, thar if 
any man ſhould attaine honour, or magiſtracy by 
money,he ſhould both be puniſhed witha greatpe- 
crniary mul&,and alſo madeinfamous. 

That right noble carriage of mighty Tawerlane,a 
Scythian,and commander ofthe T artars,who is re- 
ported inthe Turkiſh Story, never to have beſtow- 
ed his preferments upon ſuch as ambitiouſly ſought 
them, (as deeming them in ſo doing, unworthy 
thereof,) but upon ſuch as whoſe modeſty orde- 
ſerr, hethought worthy of thoſe his great favours, 

Weare come unto a ſtrange paſle, thatit ſhould 
be holden a Puritanicall point,tocondemneall cor- 
ruptcomming into places of preferment, and pub- 
licke charge, firheven politick Pagans, and barba- 
rous Nations, out of lightof reaſon, and ordinary 
notions of nature,did abhorre it. And no marvel], 
for beſides motives of piety,and the feare of Gop, 
which they wanted,even grounds of policy,give us 
tounderſtand, that this baſe, and accurſed courſe, 
wasable to become the bane, and breake-necke of 
che ſtrongeſt States upon earth in ſhortrtime.I leave 
it toyour wiſdomes to weigh well in your own bo- 
ſomes,what ſtrange degenerations from worth,and 

honour , 
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honour;what fearefull Apoſtaſie from orthodoxe- 
neſſe, and zcale, ir may bring upon a Common- 
weale infew yeares, 

If the world once take notice, that money doth Reaſon 1. 
thedeed ; men to make way for preferment, will 
ſceke more toget money then merit, 

Thoſe who ſhould riſcinto high roomes in the 
Common-wealth, will labour rather to furniſh 
themſelves with heavy purſcs,then noble parts. Mi- 
niſters will ſtudy more to become pragmaticall 
Traders about Benefices, and other Eccleſfiaſticall 
promotions, then compleat Divines, and powerfull 
Preachers; and having kearned the Trade, they 
would heape living upon living, = downe prea- 
ching, plunge into the world, and ſecular employ- 
ments,gather a hoard,hoping thereby at length to 
be hoiſted into ſome higher place,&c. which you 
know were a very horrible thing, would marre all, 
and undoe us quite. 

Againe,itis a common ſaying in this caſe : what Reaſon 2 
we buy by grofle, we mult ſell by retaile, He that : 
buyeth,ſaith Mornay, is ſhrowdly provoked, nay is 
aftera ſort openly diſpenſed withall,to ſell againe. 

And what wofull worke and intollerable miſery, 
thatbrings upon a people,you may eaſily gueſſe. 

Theſe rwo reaſons I have infinuated unto mee, in 
the French Story, where the Aurhor gives this ex- ,, 
cellent culogy of Lewis the ninth. "IP 

The Realme was corrupted with the unjuſtice, 
and extortion of farmer raignes,by the ſale of Offi- 
ces,being moſtcertaine that what we buy ingroſle, 
wemult ſcllby retaile, Hedid therefore expreſly 
M 3 pro- 
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prohibit thefe ſales, and ſupplied Tach places as 


were void, according tothe merit of perſons, after 
due examination, to draw good men, and of un- 
derſtandingxo apply themſelves to ſtudy; other- - 
wiſe they would have beene ſhrowdly rempred, 
rather to have-ſtored themſelves with money then 
merit, with gold then goodneſſe. Wiſe,and graci- 
ous then,is the counſel], which thefore-named no- 
ble and learned * Mornay gave unto another French 
King,in his Meditation upon Palme 101, 

The Princes cye, ſaith he,and care ſhould be up. 
on the beſt ſort of people, to ſetthem in offices, 
and beſtow charges upon them. He ſhould rake this 
courſe. Thoſe that ſhall affe& ſuch places,he ſhould 
alwaies ſuſpect them, their perſons, and praiſes ; 
for certaine it is, that he that very carneſtly aimeth 
at an ofhice,or living, hath laid hisploralready; and 
withourdoubt, he defireth it fortheprofit, and not 
for the charge. 

Hearcalſo what old reverend Latimer ſaidtothis 

rpoſe,in Edward the fixrs time, and the Saint. 

God defend,faith he,that everany ſuch enormi- 
ty (take notice, hetakes it for an enormous finne, ) 
ſhould be in England, that civill offices ſhould be 
bought, and ſold, whereas men ſhoald havethem 
given for their worthinefle, And alitele after, the 
holy Scripture qualifteththg Officers,and theweth 
what manner of men 'they ſhould be, men of cou- 
rage,wiſc,teating'Gop,&c. O,it Latimer had lived 
In ourtimes! I amfare, it hehad, hewould have 

beene a-greathonour,andornamentto our Church. 

Nay, heme your owne Law,and Fer legem quan 
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ipſetwleris, Theritle is, None ſhall obtaine offices 
by ſuite,or for reward,but upan deſert. The Chan- 
cclour, Treaſurer, or Keeper of the privy Scalo, 
Steward of the Kings hawſe, the Kings Chamber- 
lane, Clarke of the Roles, the Juſtices of the one 
Bench,and of the other, Barons of the Exchequer, 
and all other that ſhall be called to ardaine, name, 
or make Juſtices of Peace,cc. nor other officerar 
Miniſter of the King, ſhall be ſtraightly ſworne, 
forany gifc, nor brokage, favour nor affeion ; nor 
that any which purfueth by himſelfe, or by other, 
privily, or openly, to be in any manner of office, 
ſhall be put inthe ſame office,or any other; but thar 
they make all ſuch officets, and Minifters of the 
beſt,and lawfulleſt men, and moſt fufficientto their 
judgement and knowledge. 

Now blefſed beG © Þ for this bleſſed law,hol. 
ding ſuch a comfortable conformity ro Go» s 
holy Word; complying fo cxadtly,with the grave 
counſels of all truly learned and godly Divines,the 
- auncient uprightneſle of morall Puritanes, reaſon, 
honeſty, common ſence, rules of naturall equity, 
and neceſſity of holding up States, Kingdomes,and 
humane ſociety,for the contrary overthrowesthem 
all, and crofling direalythe mighty torrent of the 
times corruptions. 

You ſec here,as inthe formerpaſſages,not oncly 
the viler,and baſer, and more groſle waics of get- 
ting into places of preferment, and riſing, as by 
gifrs,brokage, affection, favour,&c. are forbidden, 
and condemned, but evenambirious ſecking alſo. 
For howloever it may ſeome a ſtrapge paradoxe, 

com- 
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compared with the ſtrong corruptions of the times» 
yer notwithſtanding it is atrue principle in godly 
policy ; that he which ambitiouſly ſeekes a place, 
cveR in ſo doing, makes himſclfe moſt unworthy 
of it. 

An excellent Interpretour of 7oſhuah, intiniating 
thatG © »Þ s extraordinary ecarneſtneſle,and iterati- 
on of encouragements to 1oſhu«h, implyed his loth- 
neſſe,and backwardnefſle,to be advanced into Moſes 
roome,though he was a man of invincible ſpirit,and 
incomparable wiſdome,lcts fall upon conſideration 
thereof this concluſion ; That none are leſſe worthy of 


9 ſuxt in= advancement, then thoſe who hunt moſt eagerly after it; 
| dipniſſiat. 


that thoſe who ambitiouſly ſteke an office, or hononr,, doe 
ipſo fatoby that very Att diſcover thr extreme un- 
worthineſſe, and that of all other men, they deſerve it 
not. Nay, the very light of ſounder zeaſon led Ta- 
merlane to aright conceit herein, as I told you be- 
fore. And acornay tells Henery the fourth of France, 
that ſuch have laid their plot already,and moſt cer- 
tainely ſeeke the place,for their owne profit,not for 
the publick good. Excellently then doth our Law, 
exclude ſuch fellowes, nor onely from that office, 
they ſogreedily gapeafter, but alſo from all other. 
- is great pitty, ſogoodly a body ſhould want a 
oule. 

And it muſt nceds be ſo, by that obſervation 
from men of beſt conſcience, greateſt worth, and 
deepeſt underſtanding, and nobleſt parts, if truly 
ſan@rfied unto them are moſt unambitious, loth 
to riſe, and fearefull ever to enter upon, and un- 


dertake any publicke charge. A modeſt under- 
valuing 
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valuing ofthemſclves, (an ordinary attendance up- 
on true worth) ſcnſiblenefle of the burthen, doubt- 
 fullneſſe of athorow diſcharge of the place, fearc- 
fullneſſc of being enſnared,arid overcome by temp- 
tations, a right apprehenſion and fore-conccit of 
the great acCount,e5c. cafilytake them off fromtoo 
mrch forwardneſle, coole their courage for over 
cager purſuit, and quite extinguiſh all ambitious 
heate z nay many timcs thereupon, they draw back; 
and retire. A rare thing in this age, but former times 
affoord many examples. 

It is reported of Father A«itin,a man of more in- 
comparable learning then thouſands that thinke 
themſelves worthy of a Biſhopricke,that he would 
runne fromthoſe Cities which wanted Biſhops, 
leaſt they ſhould lay hold upon him. 

Nazianzen having all the voices heaped upon 
him, ſtoutlyrrefuſed' the advancement, and at the 
length, ſaith the ſtory, very hardly after many in- 
treatics,and per{ſwaſions of the Emperour yeclded. 

Great Baſil was hald into the Biſhopricke with 
much adoc : * Chry ſo;tome hid himſcltc,and defired 
to be excuſed. And this their praQtiſe is anſwerable 
tothe principle intimated before ; That men of ho- 
neſty, and ſufficiency are more ſenſible of the bur- 
then,carcfull of the charge,and apprehenſive of the 
account, then affeed with the om or inlove 
with ſtanding in a ſlippery place. 

R, Theſe Fathers that fearcd theſe great charges, 
were reſolved ro preach every day, twice a day, 
ſometrimesthrice a day ; and they did take to heart 
aforchand that account they muſt give for the 
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ſoulescommitred to rheir charge : the terrour of 
that commination,ſaith Chryſoftome, Heb 13.17. For 
they watch over your ſoules, as they that moſt give 
account, makes me quake and tremble. From Fach 
grounds as theſe,menof innocency,and trueworth, 
eſpecially enjoying the comforts of a good conſci- 
ence, and communion with Jzsvs Currsr, are 
well enongh content to continue in a private cſtare, 
and would not willingly ſtirre, except by a dire& 
and comfortable calling, Gop would haverthem 
to do him ſcrvice,in a more publicke employment, 
and higher place; and they ordinarily undertake 
them with much feare, ſelfe-diſtruſt, and extraordi. 
nary prayer. Pull little doe you know,who in the 
meanetime ſtop the cries of your guilty conſcien- 
ces with gold, good-fcllowſhip or great place, 
what the pleaſures of an appeaſed conſcience are ; 
had you ever truly taſted their ſweernefſe, and 
ſoundly ſmarred with the anguith of a troubled one 
in converſian, I dare ſay you would not by your 
good wills wound it fora Kingdome, for a world, 
A good conſcience (ſairh onewell) is of the ſame 
mind with the trees in Jothams Parable,7udges 9.Tt 
will not withthe Olive looſc its farneſſe, nor with 
che Fig-rree looſe his ſweernefſe, nor with the 
Vine,its wine of chearcfullncefſc;to have the fartceſt, 
and ſweeteſt preferments, and pleaſures of the 
world : nothoughit were to raigne and domincere 
over all the trees inthe forreſts. Only the Bramble 
as you know, the moſt baſe, and contemptible, a 
dric ſapleffe kexe and weed, will needs up into a 
high roomc. Weake,and worthlefle men,ordinarily 
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arctheonly men, old exccllent, as they ſay,moſt 


ative, and pragmaticall to"fcrue themſelves by 
Bribes,and baſetricks into Benefices, Offices, and 
other undeſerved places of preterment. For they 
want honeſt wit to conceive & fore-ſce the waight 
of the charge,and canſcience to diſcharge it faith- 
fully,their onely aime, and aſpiration our of anam- 
birious ircching humour, is to advance their owne 
particular private ends,and althoughthey be many 
times as empty of all true worth, as the vaineſt 
Idoll, yet they defire to fit aloft, and be adored 
above others. Though they may rake ſome direRi- 
ons,and motives from the grounds of reaſon, and 
light of naturall conſcience, todeale honeſtly and 
ingeniouſly intheir places,yet for a thorow univer- 
fall, unſhaken ſtoutnefle and integrity in the dif- 
charge of them; let them principally beenlighr. 
ned, guided, quickned, by the ſupernarurall princi- 
ples of divine truch, and diQtates of aconſcience 
ſprinkled with the blood of Caxrsr, and fanRi- 
fied by ſpeciall grace. - 

The ordinary temptations to which the profeſſ- 
on - Lawyers is ſometime ſubjeR, are ſuch as 
rhele. 

Firſt, Patronage of bad cauſcs,which they know 
out of their Legall skill,/and in their own conſcien- 
ccsarc rotten at the roote, and will prove naughtar 
the laſt. 2.Pleading againſtthe right, 3.Mercenary 
ſilence. 4. Wire-drawing their Clicnts ſuites for 
thcir owne advantage,ufing cauſes,as unconſciona- 
ble Surgeons doſarc legs, hold them long in hand, 
not for the difficulty, but forthegaine of the cure, 
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5. Taking unreaſonable fees. 6. Tampering abour 
their Law buſincile uponthe Lox vs day. 7. Re- 
ceiving the fee, and not ſpeaking in the Clients 
cauſe. The laſt of which, I could never yet beleeve 
ofany: becauſe in my conceit,for any thing I know, 
he might as well take their ſwifteſt horſcy and kee- 
neft ſword, and lic by the high-waies for arich 
Ulurer,or wealthy Clothicr: what? to ſell ſo much 
as in them lies,toa poore man cheruine of his live- 
lie-hood, for his owne peece of gold ! where is the 
valuable conſideration ſo much talked of? in 4 part 
unvaluable is the wrong, whereas if they had not 
truſted in him, he might perhaps have prevented 
the miſchietc. 
But for my purpoſe to inſtance in two of them, 
leading for a bad, and againſt agood cauſe, arc 
Loth upon the matter, and in plaine Engliſh, lying 
ainſt the truth, 

Now if any palliate and pretend, that an offici- 
ous lie, _— accompanied with ſo much 
gaine,isno uch great matter. Letthem looke then 
uponthe light of ſounder reaſon, which inforced 
the very heathen Philoſopher Ariſtozle to affirme, 
that a lic is «49 dvr? para, evill per ſe, init own na- 
ture, and therefore no conſideration, circumſtance, 
or Religioncan poſſibly legitimare it ; butiir is ſtill 
a baſeand loathſome vice. But principally letthem 
caſt theircye upon Gops bleſſed Buok,and trem- 
ble and be forever frighted from all falſe dealing 
in this kind, by ſuch places as theſe, ſa.5.20. Woe 
unco them that call evill good, and good cvill,v&c. 
Rev.21.8. All Lyers ſhall have thcir part inthe 
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Lake which burneth with fire and brimſtone, 
which is the ſecond death. 

Judges may be accefſary to blood-ſhed two 
waics, eſpecially if they doe it knowingly, and 
ſwayed away by by-reſpeRs.1.By condemning the 


innocent,which is clearc,and 2.By letting the guil- 


ty eſcape,which appeares by Gov s owne words, 
r Kings 20.42, Becauſe thou haſt ſaved him whom 
I appointed to die,thy life ſhall be for his life,c+c. 
Ard by that Advocares ſpeech to a Judge in Geer- 
many, aggravating the faule of a murtherer, that 
had killed fixe men, No my Lord, faith he,he hath 
killed but one, youare guilty of the blood of the 
other five,becauſe youlct him eſcape upon the firſt 
murther. Now in this caſe letthem rake acurbe, 
and reſtraint from conſideration, that the very hea- 
thens,to ſhadow outtheir torment, did faine helliſh 
furies to follow ſuch hainons offenders with bur- 
ning fircbrands,&c. Buteſpecially letthe Book of 
God bcatethemoff, from any tainture that way. 
Amongſt many others,that place, Num6b.35.33. is 
ableto pierce an heart of adamant, where the Spi- 
rit of God tells us,.that beſides perſonall guilt, 
blood involves, eventhe whole Kingdome inthe 
ſtaine and miſchicfe : for blood, ſaith he; defilerh 
the Land,and the Land cannot becleanſed of the 
blood that is ſhed therein, but by the blood of him 
that ſhed it. I intend nothing in theſe laſt paſſages, 
tothe prejudice,or offence of any.For my part I ho- 
nour the reverend Judges, and worthy Lawyers. of 
this Land, atthis day, as one of thenobleſt limbes 


of the State. And I cannot but looke upon the 
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place, inthis place, thaugh I ſhould die in it, 
Me thinkes the very providence of realonable 
men ſhould move you that are Magittrates, in this 
and other Corporations, to relieve your poore 
with the fortcitures of oathes, and Ale-houſcs : 
But when you have befides Go Þ s bleſled Law, 
ſo mighty againſt drunkards, blaſphemers ; and 
that King CHaxtms alſo hath fo graciouſly 
confirmed thoſe bleſſed Ads provided inthat caſe, 
to ſharpenthe ſword, and ſtrengthen the arme of 
Authority for that purpoſe, you ought to be cx- 
traordinarily vigllant, ative, and conſcionable 
in the execution of them, otherwiſe aſſure your 
ſclves, yourob Gop of his hongur, the King of 
his ſervice, and the poore of their almes, and 
your ſclvesof good confciences. And this foure- 
fold cord witrout repemance, and quickning, 
is able to bind the curſe of Go® fearcfully to the 
conſciences of thoſe which ſhould be faulty this 
way. I charge none inthispoint, but onelythem, 
whoſc conſciences if they will give them kaveto 
fpcake out, may juſtly accuſe; if any of your 
heartsſhoutd condemneyou, God is greaterthen 
your hearts,and will pay you home : be not decei- 
ved, nor flatter your ſelves with any ungrounded 
ſelfe conceit. Ir is aprinciple, cven in morall po- 
licy that an ill executor ofthe Lawes is worſe in a 
State, 
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State, then a great breaker ofthem. Notto puniſh | 
an offence, being under your charge, and > your A_ 2 
power, isSto commit it. 

We that are Miniſters, and called ReRours, are 
bound, and may be ſtirred up by the grounds of 
common equity to feed the flocke, if we take the 
fleece; to give ſpirituall things, where we have 
remporall, 

But that dreadfull charge of Paul to Timorhy, 
1Tim.4.1. is able totrouble, and affright ever a 
Chry ſoft ome,a Calvin,who preached every day, and 
ſuch others illuſtrious lights, and carthly Angels, 
for powerfulL,and plentitull preaching ; whar ter- 
rour and trembling then ſhould it put into the 
hearts, (if they be not turned into rocks,) of filken, 
ſeldome, negligent, and no Preachers ? 7 charge 
thee before G 0 D, ſaith Paul, andthe Loxp Jagvs 
Cuntsr, wbo ſhall judge the quicke and the dead, at 
his appearing and hu Kingdome, Preach the Word, be 
inſtant in ſeaſon, out of ſeafon, reproove, rebuke, exhort, 

with all long ſuffering, and Dottrine, When I 
ſcriouſly ponder the ſeverall cftcuall cn- 
forcements of this terrible obteſta- 
tion, me thinkes Miniſters 


ſhould donothing but 
ſtudy , — 
and pray.
